SUBMARINE TRIED AT NEWPORT 


The Fulton Manoeuvres Satisfactorily 
Before Naval Trial Board.

NEWPORT, R: IL., June 1.—The new Hol- 
land submarine torpedo boat Fulton had 
the first of its tests before the naval in- 
spection board off Newport to-day. 

The weather was disagreeable, 1 stiff 
northeaster kicking up a considerable sea 
in the bay and a drizzling rain adding to 
the discomforts of the officers detailed to 
the duties of conducting the trials. 

The naval board, of which Capt. Charles 
J. Train is President, witnessed the 
manoeuvres on the navy tug Pow..atan and 
converted gunboat Hist. The torpedo boat 
was managed by a picked crew from the 
Holland Works, under the direction of Capt. 
Cable. 

The tests to-day lasted nearly four hours 
and took place over the measured mile 
course between Newport and Jamestown.

Two of the surface 
runs were at half speed, and the remainder 
at full speed.

“I question if the cutting off the Dutch- 
ess County streams from our use by the 
new Smith law.”’ said Prof. Burr, “ will 
not keep the city from getting the requi- 
site supply of water for at least three 
years.”’ 

The compensation would have replaced 
and more than replaced the damage to 
water power by the substitution of steam 
power. There was no ground for the argu- 
ment that the Dutchess County folks were 
to be irreparably injured. Said Prof. Isurr: 

““It would be wise, I think, to take the 
Governor at his word and agitate for a 
special session of the Legislature, and for 
such legislation as will enable the city to 
use the Fishkill 4nd Wappinger Creeks, the 
waters of which will enable it to avert a 
great danger, by providing legally for com- 
pensation for indirect damages sustained.” 

Col. Robert Grier Monroe, ex-Commis- 
sioner of Water Supply, Gas and Elec- 
tricity, said it was for the club to launch a 
movement to avert the water famine, the 
danger of which all thoughtful citizens 
and officials recognized. There would be 
much controversy as to how to spend the 
$125,000,000 needed, and the different civic 
bodies ought first to decide among them- 
selves what method they would urge and 
then put it up to the City Government to 
take action. 

The financial aspect, said Col. Monroe, 
was encouraging, inasmuch as the income 
derived annually from water payments in 
the city was_ $10,000,000, whereas the ex- : 
pense of the Water Supply Department, in- 
cluding the payment of the Croton bond in- 
terest, was only about $6,000,000. Mr. Peck- 
ham, who presided, said: 

“According to Mr. Burr, the city is 
pretty close to the edge of a great danger 
all the time. It is a very impressive situa- 
tion. This club ought to take some action 
right away.” 

Horace E. Deming, in offering the resolu- 
tion that was adopted, said that the Smith 
bill could be repealed if proper force from 
the public were brought into play. Julius 
Cohen, -a district leader of the Citizens’ 
Union, said his organization was ready to 
join in the fight “in this imminent peril 
of distress and disaster.’’

MILITIA QUELLS STRIKE RIOT. 


Furnacemen Angered at Negro Importa- 
tion—Kill One Man. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 1.—After one 
man had been killed last night and with 
the striking furnacemén at Hanging Rock 
threatening further trouble at any moment, 
four companies of militia were ordered to 
proceed to the scene to-day. 

Within five hours after the order was 
issued the militia from Ironton, Ports- 
mouth, Gallipolis, and Manchester were on 
the scene and the strikers had been dis- 
persed. 

Col. Thompson, in command of the troops, 
reported to-night that perfect order had 
been restored and that there was no fear of 
further trouble to-night. 

The trouble grows out of the importation 
of negroes from Virginia to take the places 
of striking furnacemen. 

For some days both sides have been 
heavily armed. There were several col- 
lisions last Sunday, in one of which one 
man was seriously hurt. On Monday night 
an attack was made on an old church, 
where a party of non-unionists had taken 
refuge, and 200 shots were exchanged. 
Later Superintendent Jeffries of the Hamil- 
ton furnace was shot, but not seriously 
hurt. e 

The strikers to-day paraded the streets 
carrying rifles and threatening the non- 
union men wherever found. 


CUNARD LINER IN COLLISION.

GENEVA CONVENTION 


Dowager Empress Gives 100,000 
Taels to Red Cross. 


TO START PEKING BRANCH 


Announcement Made at Dinner Here to 
Prince Pu—Chinese Minister Lauds 
Panama Canal Pollcy. 


At a dinner of the American ASiatic So- 
ciety given last night in Sherry’s to Prince 
Pu Lun, nephew of the Emperor of China, 
it was announced on the authority of the 
Chinese Minister, Sir 
Cheng, that the Empire of China had at 
last become a signatory of the Geneva Con- 
vention. 

It was also said that in furtherance of 
this idea a Red Cross society had been 
formed in China under the auspices of the 
Empress Dowager, who had started it with 
a@ personal subscription of 100,000 taels. 

Tremendous applause greeted this an- 
nouncement, which was made by Secretary 
John Foord of the association in an ad- 
dress introducing the Chinese Minister. Sir 
Chentung said iater that he had received 
word from Peking on Tuesday of the action 
of his Government, and had communicated 
the fact to Mr. Foord while both were in 
attendance on the Prince. ‘ 

“Make the announcement at the ban- 
quet to-morrowsnight,’’ said Mr. Foord. 

“That might not seem in good taste,” 
was the Minister's reply, “but you have 
permission to use it in your address if you 
see fit.’ 
referring to the action of China was as 
follows: 


“Since we had last the pleasure of en- | 


tertaining Sir Liang he has been largely 
instrumental in the successful negotiation 
of the new treaty of commerce between 
China and the United States. 

‘‘You remember how insistent the Min- 
ister was on his last visit to us that this 
association should waive its objections to 
the proposed addition to the Chinese duty 
on imports, and how our Executive Com- 
mittee was induced to change its attitude 
on this subject by his representations. 

‘*I have his permission to make the very 
important announcement to-night that the 
latest, if not also the greatest, of his diplo- 
matic achievements, has been the bringing 
in of the Empire of China as a signatory of 
the Geneva Convention. 

“That, as you are aware, is perhaps the 
most recognizable bond between the civil- 
ized powers of the world, involving as it 
does a common agreement as to the rules 
of civilized warfare and rendering possible 
international co-operation in the care of 
the wounded. 

‘*The Government of China has not only 

become one of the signatories of the Geneva 
Cenvention, but a Red -Cross- Association 
has already been organized under the aus- 
pices.of the Empress Dowagér, who has 
given substantial evidence of her’ *pcerity 
in this movement by personal subscription 
of 100,000 taels, 
Ithink you will agree with me

RUSSIA OFFENDS GERMANY. 


Staiement by the Czar’s War Minister 
Causes Amazement.

BERLIN, June 1.—In regard to the 
story of Emperor William's letter to Gen. 
Kuropatkin, it is learned that the Em- 
peror did not write to the Russian com- 
mander recently, but that he did so be- 
fore Gen. Kuropatkin left Russia. 

The Kaiser, however, is in constant 
communication with the Czar, in spite of 
the fact that German diplomacy is thor- 
eughly disgusted with the amazing state- 
ment of the Russian War Minister that 
Germany would have to give written 
guarantees for the protection of her bor- 
ders. 

It is said here that this statement is 
only equal in impudence to the demand 
made by Napoleon III. on King William 
at Ems previous to the Franco-German 
wer. 


COSSACKS’ SPLENDID CHARGE. 


Two Hundred Japanese Reported Killed 
in Vagenfuchu Fight. 


LIAO-YANG, May 30.—The Japanese lost 
200 killed and = number of horses in a 
fight at Vagenfuchu to-day. 

The Russians opened fire at 8 o’clock in 
the morning, and after two hours and a half 
of long-range firing, the Japanese, under 
Gen. Akkiama, prepared to charge and 
crush the force which had been harassing 
them for twenty-one days. In the mean- 
time Gen. Samsonoff was approaching Va- 
genfuchu with a strong force of cavalry. 

It was a sight worth seeing when, at the 
word of command, the Russian squadrons 
formed and rushed like a whirlwind across 
the terribly cut up country, clearing away 
all obstacles, the batteries at the same time 
trotting along the frightful roads. 

Having passed the railroad station, the 
troops came under the fire of the Japanese 
machine guns, but withdrew without suf- 
fering much loss. 

The Fourth and Sixth Companies of the 
Eighth Siberian Cossacks furiously charged 
the Japanese cavalry with lances, attack- 
ing both flanks. In a few minutes they 
literally cut the whole squadron into pieces. 

This was the first time lances were used, 
and they struck terror into the enemy. In 
pome cases the lances pierced the riders 
through and wounded their horses. 

KAI-CHOW, Liao-Tung Peninsula, June 
4.—A Russian who was wounded in the 
fight near the station at Vagenfuchu, on 
May 30, says Gen. Samsonoff attacked the 
Japanese near the railroad, a mile from 
Vagenfuchu station. 

A Cornet of the Frontier Guards was the 
hero of the fight. His Sergeant was lying 
wounded, and a Japanese officer was about 
to ride over him when the Cornet unhorsed 
the Japanese, mounted the latter’s horse, 
and placed the wounded man on his own 
charger. 

The Japanese cavalry engaged were the 
Thirteenth Regiment. Their horses were 
splendid animals. 


MUKDEN, June 1.—A hospital train ar- 
rived last night with wounded from the 
fighting at Vagenfuchu, bringing three offi- 
cers and twenty-three men. Gen. Kuropat- 
Kin visited them, complimented them on 
their bravery, and awarded eight crosses of 
St. George. One of the wounded said: 

“These Japanese fight very well. Shoot- 
ing is their strong point, but the Cossacks’ 
lance charge completely surprised them. 
Many of the Japanese were ridden cown, 
the others ceased firing and fled.” 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 1.—Gen. Sak- 
haroff has telegraphed as follows, under 
to-day’s date, to the General Staff: 

“ According to reports the Japanese com- 
mander in the action of May 30 near Va- 
genfuchu had three battalions of infantry 
in reserve. Our losses were seventeen ren 
killed and twenty-three wounded, and Lieut. 
Meyer and another officer, whose name has 
mot been ascertained, wounded. 

“The Japanese losses were very consid- 
erable. One squadron of the Thirteenth 
Japanese Cavalry was annihilated in a 
hand-to-hand encounter, and another 
squadron which came to its assistance, suf- 
fered great loss from the fire of our fron- 
tier guards and riflemen. We captured 
nineteen horses.’’ 

The Emperor has received the following 
dispatch from Gen. Kuropatkin, dated May 


1: 

“On May 30 two companies of Japanese 
infantry and thirty dragoons advanced 
along the Taku-Shan Road toward Onalassi 
fer the purpose of turning the left flank of 
our outposts. Our scouts discovered the 
movement, and firing ensued, in the course 
of which one Cossack was wounded and 
one horse was killed. 

“The Japanese detachment which our 
cavalry successfully engaged May 30 is 
now stationed four versts from Vagenfuchu, 
fortifying its position.”’ 


The position of Vagenfuchu ‘is not shown 
on the maps, but it is evidently south of 
Kai-Chow, or Kai-Ping, which is on the 
Yailroad about twenty miles south of Niu- 


Chwang.

| RUSSIAN MINES ZIGLAG

Japanese Will Be Delayed by a 
Skillfully Made Trap. 


A SIEGE TRAIN TO BE LANDED

Japanese Ended State of Anarchy. 


It was thirty hours before the Japanese 
were in a position to occupy Dalny, and 
during the interval a state of anarchy 
prevailed. Such European non-combat- 
ants as were able to get passages fled in 
Chinese junks to Che-Foo. 

The local Chinese officials allowed the 
jail, containing about 200 cutthroats, to 
be forced. Until the Japanese arrived 
and restored order these jailbirds had 
the free run of the town. 

Such is the fate of the town Russia 
built in the hope of making it the great 
commercial port of the Far East. It is 
now probably destined to be a main sea 
base for Japan’s future military opera- 
tions. 

It is a pathetic instance of the Rus- 
sians’ feeble initiative that the third 
naval base from which Admiral Togo 
has recently been operating and from the 
cover of which the Second and Third 
Japanese army corps have landed or are 
landing was intended in the Russians’ 
naval scheme to be a flying base for 
their torpedo craft and that their com- 
mercial port, in improving which much 
capital was expended, will now be used 
by the enemy to facilitate the destruc- 
tion of their power ‘in the East. 


Fate of the Bobr Unknown. 


There is no information regarding the 
fate of the Russian gunboat and the four 
transports known to have been in Talien- 
Wan Bay. The gunboat, the Bobr, joined 
the fight on May 26, doing considerable 
damage to the left of the Japanese ad- 
vance by cross fire from her nine and 
six inch guns. Her presence in Talien- 
Wan Bay is explained by the fact that 
she was sent with two torpedo transports 
to cover the mine-laying operations of 
the torpedo transport Amur at the ap- 
proaches to Port Arthur, but, owing to 
the intervention of the Japanese block- 
ading squadron, was forced to take ref- 
uge in Talien-Wan Bay. 

It is just possible that she may have 
slipped away on the night of May 26. 

As soon as Talien-Wan Bay is practi- 
cable, a Japanese siege train will land, 
and it may be presumed that then the 
Second Army Corps will quietly invest 
Port Arthur, while the Third Army Corps 
and a specially organized flying column 
will co-operate in the advance on Muk- 
den. 

The Russian force at Kin-Chow com- 
prised the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Twelfth, 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Sixteenth 
Infantry Regiments, with detachments of 
a fortress battalion, railway guards, and 
marines. 

It is not known to what strength these 
regiments were mobilized, but the force 
is estimated to have numbered from 
8,000 to 10,000 men, that is to say, about 
two-thirds of the garrison of Port Ar- 
thur. 


MONGOLIANS ANTI-BRITISH?

TEND TO PREVENT WAR. 


Baron d’Estourneties de Constant on 
the Use of Mines. > 


Special Cable to THe New YORK TIMES. 
PARIS, June 1.—To further the peace 


programme of which he is, barring the 
Czar, the most illustrious expenent in 
Burope, Baron d’Estournelles de Con- 
stant, with whom I had a conversation 
to-day on behalf of THz NEw YORK 
TIMES, welcomes anything which can 
prove more clearly to men’s minds the 
odiousness and stupidity of war. 

For that reason M. de Constant is de- 
lighted to learn that the broadcast sow- 
ing of mines in neutral waters by the 
belligerents is spreading great alarm in 


commertial and industrial circles 
throughout the world. 

Like most of the other eminent per- 
sons whom I have consulted on the sub- 
ject, M. de Constant doubts whether an 
international conference could actually 
rut a stop to this practice on the part of 
the belligerents in the Far East, but he 
considers that it is a question with 
which The Hague Tribunal could well be 
asked to deal after the war is over. How- 
ever, he says, in order to prepare such a 
protestation on the part of the civilized 
world, it would be necessary for wide- 
spread agitation to be made in public 
meetings and by the press. 

“It is highly satisfactory to learn,” 
said M. de Constant, “that President 
Roosevelt has instructed United States 
naval attachés to report upon the sub- 
ject, for that shows that there is now a 
good chance of something being done. 
European statesmen are too timid and 
prudent and old fashioned to take the 
initiative in affairs of this kind. If it 
had not been for President Roosevelt 
there would have been no opening of 
The Hague Court at all. 

“TI am not forgetting, of course, that 
the idea of the conference came from the 
Czar of Russia, but if the application of 
this idea had not been taken up by Mr. 
Roosevelt nothing would have come of it. 
Now all the great powers will be obliged 
to follow, and you may be sure that they 
will reach the goal before very long in 
spite of the fact that this war between 
Russia and Japan is going on and that 
possibly other wars may in course of 
time break out. 

“When nations’ pockets are touched 
they quickly abandon all considerations 
of vainglory and sentiment. The great 
difficulty which we peace-lovers have 
bad is to induce the commercial and 
wealthy classes to recognize the folly 
and odiousness of war. War has hitherto 
always benefited certain large industrial 
and commercial interests. Hencefor- 
ward, with the increased dangers to 
commercial navigation caused by these 
submarine mines, war no longer can ap- 
pear as a boon to any class of manu- 
facturer or merchant. The risks of the 
sea were already great enough, and had 
been conquered in a certain measure 
only by the application of the best hu- 
man brains and energy throughout cent- 
uries. 

“Now, if you please, all this achieve- 
ment of painfully built-up civilization is 
to be destroyed by new engines of war- 
fare, whose mission is as disastrous as it 
is idiotig. The affairs of the entire world, 
and not merely of the belligerents, are 
paralyzed in consequence. 

“Well, the nations are not going to 
stand that. Commercial rivalry is a very 
serious war in itself, which is sufficient- 
ly absorbing to exclude all room for any 
other. 

“ Already the commercial interests of 
neutral powers have been vastly injured 
hy the present war. I hope that every 
one who has a grievance in consequence 
will make it heard. For instance, the 
humble fishing communities in the neigh- 
borhood of the war operations would be 
perfectly justified in claiming that the 
field of their activity and profit had been 
ruined by torpedoes, mines, &c. 

“ With respect to the attempted inter- 
ference with the use of wireless telexz- 
raphy, that again shows that war is idi- 
otic and opposed to all progress. Let the 
loudest protestations be made against 
this veto, and the cause of peace, which 
is that of common sense and of human- 
ity, will be all the better served.” 

M. d’Estournelles de Constant is leader 
of the Parliamentary Group of Interna- 
tional Arbitration in the French Cham- 
ber, and was mainly instrumental in 
bringing about the signing of the recent 
arbitration treaties between France and 
England, Italy, and Spain. 


MEDIATION RUMORS DENIED. 


Hayashi Says It Would Be Folly for 
Japan to Stay Her Hand. 


LONDON, June 1.—Rumors of mediation 
in the Russo-Japanese war caused a rise 
of one-half per cent. in consols, and a gen- 
eral upward tendency on the London mar- 
ket this afternoon, but the rumors have 
found no confirmation in diplomatic quar- 
ters. 

The Foreign Office characterizes the re- 
port that mediation is pending in the im- 
mediate future as “ rubbish.”” Baron Haya- 
shi, who, as Japan's senior Minister and 
by far her most powerful representative 
abroad, would be the first to hear of any 
such move, says: 

‘“*Not a whisper of mediation has reached 
me. For us to stay our hands at this mo- 
ment would be senseless folly. Russia ap- 
pears to be in a serious dilemma. She has 
not enough men in the field to cope with 
our various points of attack. If she brings 
the reinforcements that Gen. Kuropatkin 
so much needs she cannot feed thein. 

“IT do not credit the rumor in Rome of 
Gen. Kuropatkin’s defeat, although dur- 
ing the next few days news of a battle may 


come at any moment. It seems evident that 
Kuropatkin intends to fight at Liao-Yang. 
I believe he has decided to do this, not so 
much from a military point of view as be- 
cause of the pressure from the Court and 
political circles at St. Petersburg. 

“About a month is likely to elapse be- 
fore any determined assault can be made 
on Port Arthur.” 


STRUCK LAMSDORFF WITH STICK. 


Prince Dolgorouky Is a Disappointed Of- 
fice Seeker. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 1.—Prince Dol- 
goreuky, who assaulted Count Lamsdorff, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, on Monday 
evening, is a disappointed office seeker, and 
is said to have become insane through 
brooding over his alleged grievances, For- 
merly he was an Attaché at Vienna, and 
he was at one time a claimant of the throne 
of Bulgaria, from which country he was 
expelled. Not long ago he tried to commit 
suicide. 

The Prince met Count Lamsdorff in the 


street, and, without warning, struck him 
on the head with a walking stick. 

The Emperor is highly indignant over the 
episode and has directed an immediate med- 
ieal examifiation of the Prince.

Mr. Brauns laughed at the report, saying 
that so far as he knew, Cornelius Williams 
had not spoken to the Elias woman for 
years before his murderous outbreak. 

Ira . Warren of Warren, Warren & 
O’Beirne, the attorneys representing Platt, 
said yesterday afternoon that no family 
pressure had been brought to bear upon his 
client to induce him to institute the pro- 
ceedings against Hannah Elias. 

“The decision to seek the recovery of 
the money he had been blackmailed out of 
by the Elias woman,” said Mr. Warren, 
‘was voluntary on the part of Mr. Platt, 
Mr, Platt is a very old man, and he had 
been hounded almost to death by her. He 
felt that he had reached the limit of his 
endurance and that there was no other re- 
course left him than to seek the protection 
of the law.” 

In securing service upon the banks named 
as co-defendants with Hannah Elias the 
attorneys for Mr. Platt sent a typewritten 
notice to each institution that In the event 
that they had no money or credits belong- 
ing to her and would so advise them their 
names would be stricken from the suit. Mr. 
Warren said yesterday afternoon that he 
had received no advices from any bank 
named in the suit. It was currently report- 
ed during the aftergoon that within the 
past few days the Elias woman had with- 
drawn large sums from several banks. When 
he was asked if he had heard this report, 
Mr. Warren said that it had only come to 
him in the form of rumor and that he would 
like very much to ascertain whether or not 
the story was true. 

Shortly after the senior member of the 
firm gave out this statement, Lyman G. 
Warren, his brother, and_a member of the 
firm, called on Acting District Attorney 
Rand to lay before him information jookies 
to the criminal prosecution of Hanna 
Elias. Mr. Rand told Mr. Warren that Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome was at his home, in 
Lakeville, Conn., and would robably not 
return to New York before onday. He 
would not discuss the criminal phase of the 
case, he said, in the absence of the District 
Attorney, at least until he had seer a copy 
of the civil proceedings instituted by Platt 
for the recovery of his money.

THE MURDERER’S MISTAKE. 


Mr. Green “‘ Looked Like” Man He 
Sought, Williams Says. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEWBURG, N. Y., June 1.—Cornelius 
Williams, the negro who shot Andrew H. 
Green, was seen this afternoon by a re- 
porter at the Matteawan State Hospital for 
the Criminal Insane. Yesterday Williams 
denied all knowledge of an acquaintance 
with John R. Platt. ,He said he never knew 
or heard of such a man. At that time it 
was believed he was telling a falsehood, 
but to-day when the case was stated more 
clearly to him and he had read the news- 
paper reports of the Platt-Blias case, it 
finally seemed to dawn on him that the 
man he had seen at the Elias residence was 
Platt, who Mrs. Elias had told the negro 
was named Green. 

At times Williams seems dull of com- 
prehension. He does not manifest much in- 
terest in anything, and this afternoon it 
was with reluctance that he deigned to 
talk on the affair and shed light on the 
mystery which now vindicates the memory 
of Andrew H. Green. 

‘““Did you know any one in New York 
naméd Platt?”’ Williams was asked. 

“No, I did not.” 

‘Did you know any old man who called 
at the Elias house?” 

“Yes, one night when I boarded with Mrs. 
Elias on West Fifty-third Street an old 
fellow called. He asked if the folks were 
in.

TO BUILD SH!PS FOR RUSSIA. 


Firm in Trieste to Get an Order for Five 
Big Cruisers. 


LONDON TIMES—NEW YORK TIMES

VIENNA, June 1.—It is reported that 
the Stabilimento Tecnico of Trieste will 
shortly be commissioned by the Russian 
Government to build five armored cruis- 
ers, each of 8,000 tons displacement and 
having a speed of 21 knots. The total 
price is to be £2,500,000. 

The contract has not been signed, but 
its conclusion is stated to be certain. 

The Stabilimento Tecnico will under- 
take to deliver the first two cruisers, un- 
armed, within twelve months of the 
signing of the contract, and the others at 
intervals of ten months. 

It is argued that the building of the 
cruisers will not constitute a breach of 
neutrality on the part of Austria, since 
their guns and ammunition will be 
shipped in Russian ports. 

Evidently the idea, which arises from 
confusion between neutrality and con- 
traband, is that half-manufactured arti- 
cles are not contraband of war. 


PARIS, June 1.—A report reaches me 
that the Russian Government is anxious 
te purchase two battleships built for the 
Argentine Republic in an Italian dock- 
yard. 

It is said that in consequence of an in- 
quiry by the Argentine authorities in 
Washington the battleships will not be 
sold to Russia.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—It can be stated 
that the effort of Russia to purchase two 
Argentine war vessels did not fail because 
of an inquiry made on behalf of Argeritina 
at the State Department. 

The department is absolutely without in- 
formation regarding negotiations for the 
purchase of the vessels, and has had no op- 
portunity to take action in any manner 
with respect to them. 


AUSTRIA TO RUSH WARSHIPS. 


Naval Credits to be Used for Rapid 
Construction of Vessels. 


BUDAPEST, June 1.—In the debate on 
the Austro-Hungarian naval estimates in 
the Austrian Delegation to-day Admiral 
von Spaun said that the credits would be 
used for rapid construction of warships. 
Rapidity of construction was necessary, be- 
cause battleships and torpedo boats ceased 
to be up to the standard of a modern fleet 
in a year and a half. 

‘“We shall,” said Admiral von Spaun, 
“have the same number of battleships as 
we had in 1870. It is necessary to protect 
the Harbor and Fortress of Pola, because 
the Russo-Japanese war has proved the 
dangers to which vessels are exposed by 
daring attacks of an enemy.” 

Regarding submarine boats the Admiral 
said that the Government intended to build 
one for the present, and continue construc. 
tion if the tests of that one should be 
satisfactory.

HEARST LOSES IN MICHIGAN. 


Uninstructed Delegation to St. Louis 
Convention to Vote as a Unit.

DETROIT, Mich., June 1.—After months 
of loud claims, the spending’ of much 
money, and the forming of clubs, the 
Hearst oom in Michigan collapsed in the 
State Convention to-day, that gathering be- 
ing in thorough control of D. J. Campau, 
who was re-elected Michigan member of the 
National Committee. 

The Hearst men managed to get eight or 
nine elected in Congressional district cau- 
cuses, but as the delegation is bound by the 
unit rule, the Hearst men will have no 
chance to vote for their man.

HEARST QUITS IN MISSOURI. 


His Headquarters Closed in St. Louis 
by Western Manager.

Raisuli to be Held Responsible for 
Perdicaris’s Safety. 


NC RADICAL MEASURES YET 


America Will Await Result of French 
Efforts—Our Government Objects 
to Paying Ransom.

TANGIER, June 1.—Three more Amer- 
itan warships have arrived, making 
seven in all, 


By The Associated Press. 

TANGIER, June 1.—The United States 
cruiser Olympia, flying the flag of Rear 
Admiral Jewell, in command of the Buro- 
pean Squadron, and the United States 
cruiséts Baltimore and Cleveland arrived 
here this afternoon and exchanged the 
usual salutes, 

There are no further developments con- 
cerning the kidnapping of Messrs. Perdi- 


caris and Varley, but a report ie current 
that eight days have been allowed to the 
Sultan in which to produce the prisoners, 
after which time Tangier will be bombard- 
ed. This report is not confirmed. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Secretaries Hay 
and Moody ‘held a conference with the Pres- 
ident to-day over the latest advices re- 
garding the Perdicaris cage. 

It is understood that the price fixed by 
the Moorish brigands for the release from 
captivity of Messrs. Perdicaris and Varley 
is $55,000, 

It is stated at the State Department that 
several days will elapse before the result 
of the efforts of the French agents on be- 
half of Mr. Perdicaris can be known. 

Reports that other tribal chieftains are 
talking about kidnapping Europeans tend 
to confirm the officials here in their origi- 
nal reluctance to compound a felony by 
paying ransom, and thus encouraging kid- 
napping. 

It is stated that Consul General Gum- 
mere has been instructed to inform. the 
Moorish Government that, regardless of the 
action of any other Government, the United 
States Government will insist that the ban- 
dit Raisuli be held personally responsible 
for the safety of Perdicaris, and that if 
any harm comes to the captive our Govern- 
ment will demand the capture and execu- 
tion of Raisuli. 

To make sure that this important mes- 
sage reaches the Moorish Government, and 
through its agents the brigand chief, the 
State Department has also cabled the same 
message to Ambassador Choate in London. 
Mr. Choate is expected to see that it 
reaches the. British Minister at Tangier 
through the British Foreign Office, and 
that in due course it is brought to the at- 
tention of the Moorish Government. 

Admiral Chadwick will have command of 
the combined fleet at Tangier. He ranks 
Admiral Jewell by virtue of seniority of 
service, and moreover he has been specially 
charged by the Navy Department with the 
conduct of the naval operations in connec- 
tion with the Perdicaris case. 


PARIS, June 1.—The request of the 
United States for the co-operation of 
France in bringing about the release of 
Messrs. Perdicaris and Varley has pro- 
duced ‘a very favorable impression at the 
Foreign Office here, where ——e signifi- 
eance is attached to the reqtest, as em- 
bodying the first distinct international rec- 
ognition of France’s paramount influence 
in Morocco. 

It is expected that this will lead to a 
more emphatic exercise of French authority 
over Morocco, with a view to suppressing 
lawlessness and the protection of foreign- 
ers. 

Foreign Minister Delcassé, while in con- 
ference with Ambassador Porter this aft- 
ernoon, said that exaggerated rumors con- 
cerning France's intention to make a naval 
demonstration at Tangier or to take other 
radical action was purely fanciful. 

Assurances were also given by Gen. Por- 
ter that the United States did not intend to 
adopt radical steps pending French efforts 
to settle the matter diplomatically. 

Yesterday M. Delcassé said negotiations 
were now progressing at Tangier and at 
Fez, the chief reliance being placed on the 
Sultan yielding before the united represen- 
tations of France, Great Britain, and the 
United States, 

The Figaro to-day makes a strong appeal 
to the French Government to adopt decis- 
ive measures to end the brigandage, pil- 
lage, and anarchy in Morocco, and calls at- 
tention to the clause in the Franco-British 
treaty by which France undertakes to 
guard the tranquillity of Morocco, 

LONDON, June 2.—The British Minister 
at Tangier, acting on instructions from the 
Foreign Office here, is co-operating with 
the French Minister in the endeavor to se- 
cure the release of Messrs. Perdicaris and 
Varley. It is believed here that if the cap- 
tives’ release is possible it can best be 
achieved through French influence.

IN ANTARCTIC SEAS 


Spent Winter Frozen in Ice Among 
the South Orkneys. 


WAS WELCOMED AT ARGENTINA 


John Barrett, Back from Buenos Ayres, 
Tells of Surveys Made and Speci- 
mens Brought Home. 


John Barrett, ex-United wtates Minister 
to the Argentine Confederation and newly 
appointed Minister to Panama, who ar- 
rived here last week from Buenos Ayres, 
talked yesterday of the recent expedition 
of the Scotia to the .ntarctic regions. He 
said. that the scientists had returned to 
Buenos Ayres loaded do ‘n with specimens 
of ‘gre-t zoological value and no less than 
2,000 mounds of fish for cod. 

* Buenos Ayres,” said Mr. Barrett, “ gave 
the <«xplorers a splendid welcome. When 
the <turdy ship hove into view at the port 
everything that had a gun fired it, and all 
the whistles in the place blew. The gentle- 
men who composed the expedition were 
dined and wined by every official at the 
port for a week, and everybody agreed 
that the trip had been of incalculable value 
from a scientific standpoint. 

“The Scotia was literally loaded down 
with specimens which had been scraped up 
from the bottom of the sea, and the explor- 
ers had innumerable interesting things to 
tell. I can only tell you now the more im- 
portant of them which are fastened in my 
mind because of the report which I made 
to the State Department. 

“The expedition was organized by public 
Subscription in Scotland and received very 
material assistance from all the leading 
Scottish scientific societies, especially the 
toyal Scottish Geographical Society, the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh, and the Perth- 
shire Natural well 
from the several departments of the Brit- 
ish Government which supplied some val- 
uable instruments and charts.

W. Wilton, zoologist; Allister Ross, tax- 
idermist, and W. A. Cuthbertson, artist. 

“ The Scotia left Scotland on Nov. 2, 1902, 
and, after stops at Madeira and the F: 
Jands for coal, met the ice en Feb. 2, 1903, 
in 59 degrees latitude, 40 degrees longitude 
West, approximate. She then visited the 
South Orkney Islands and thence made a 
cruise of about 5,000 miles to the south and 
east, between longitude 16 degrees west and 
45 degrees west and as far south as 70 de- 
grees 25 minutes. In this region a deep 
sea was found of an almost uniform depth 
of 2,500 fathoms, the deepest sounding be- 
ing 2,739 fathoms. 

“Trawls were several times in 
up fishes, star- 
fishes, sea-lilies, sea-cucumbers, sponges, 
crustaceans, sheil-fish, and smaller organ- 
ism. Temperatures, salinities, currents, 
and color of the sea were observed at ill 
depths from the surface to the bottom. 

“This cruise ended on March 25, 1903, the 
Scotia having covered about 4,000 miles 
of previously unexplored sea. The ship 


lowered 


‘anchored in a bay in Laurie Islands, South 


Orkneys, since named Scotia Bay, and be- 
fore the end of the month was beset and 
frozen in for the Winter, not being released 
until Nov. 24, 1903. During this time a 
house was built and a meteorological ob- 
Servatory was established, as well as a 
Magnetic observatory. Throughout’ the 
Winter baited sea traps were set through a 
hole in the ice, which secured a large num- 
ber of zoological specimens and no less 
than 2,000 pounds of fish for food. 

“Every day. except when severe weather 
prevented, a dredge was cragged by means 
of a continuous rope and two holes cut 
through the ice and cleared from day to 
day. Four expeditions were made during 
the Spring, three with sledges and one with 
boats, for the purpose of hydregraphic and 
land survey. 

“As a result of these expeditions and 
of survey work in the vicinity of the ship 
@ twenty-five inches to the mile map of 


Scotia Bay and a two inches to the mile map 


of the rest of Laurie Island and the ad- 
jacent islands were prepared. During this 
jJocal survey about 500 soundings were 
taken, almost every one of them involving 
cutting through ice from three to five 
inches thick. 

“With the exception of the chief engi- 
heer, who died of heart disease, all the 
members of the expedition and crew en- 
jJoyed excellent health. Mr. Bruce attributes 
this largely to the fact that, in preference 
to preserved meats, penguins and fish and, 
in the Spring, penguin eggs in liberal quan- 
tities were eaten 

“The Scotia left the South Orkneys on 
Nov. 27, 1903. and arrived at Port Stanley 
Dec. 2 and at Buenos Ayres Dec. 24. While 
she was in dry dock I visited her, together 
with Mr. Ames, the Secretary of Legation, 
by invitation of Mr. Bruce and of her com- 
mander, Capt. Robertson, and found her 
stoutly built, splendidly quipped, and full 
to overflowing of various scientific speci- 
mens. 

*“* Meteorological and magnetic observa- 
tions have been continued at Scotia Bay 
under the superintendence of Mr. Mossman. 
Mr. Bruce has offered to the Argentine 
Government the use of this station and his 
supplies there and passage thither by the 
Scotia for four scientists if the Govern- 
ment wili maintain the station during the 
coming year and undertake the relief of 
those stationed there at the end of that 
time. Though he has received no official 
communication as yet, he has already been 
informed unofficially that the Government 
has accepted his offer. Mr. Mossman will 
probably remain in charge of the station. 

“The Scotia left for the South Orkneys 
on or about Jan. 15, and, after a few days 
at Scotia Bay, proceeded to the south and 
east for further deep-sea explorations, and 
will return, in all probability. by way of 
Cape Town, reaching Scotland toward the 
#nd of June.”’

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REGULATING LIFE INSURANCE. | FEAR AMATEUR TAR DROWNED. 


John A. McCall Tells Yale Men Re- 
quirements Make Companies Strong. 


NEW HAVEN, June 1.—John A. McCall, 
President of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, delivered an address on “ The 
Regulation of Life Insurance in the United 
States and-Foreign Countries” before the 
Insurance Course at Yale yesterday. He 
said in part: 

“If regulation of life insurance is to be 
of any value, it must look to such things as 
these: That a company is legally organized; 
that a certain fund has been deposited with 
an officer of the State where organized, as 
an evidence of good faith; that it, has on 
hand the funds required to make good its 
contracts already in force, according to a 
mortality table which is not likely to be ex- 
ceeded, and according to a rate of interest 
that is likely to be realized; and that its 
funds are invested in safe interest-bearing 
securities. 

““We may ask: Why supervise the insur- 
ance business any more than the dry goods 
business? A life insurance company sells 
—not a commodity which can be tested as to 
quality when sold, and the whole transac- 
tion closed at once by delivery of the goods 
—but a promise to pay money upon the 
happening of a certain event. The con- 
tract may mature in a few days, or it may 
run for half a century. The longer it runs 
the more it costs and the more valuable 
it becomes to the insured, who cannot 
withdraw at will without loss. Hence, the 


longer it runs the more important it is for 
the insured to know that it will be paid at 
maturity.” 

Mr. McCall discoursed at some length on 
the extent to which the system of regula- 
tion has been carried. Although the re- 
quirements, he said, are numerous and 
some of them ought not to be necessary, 
altogether they show the importance of the 
business thus regulated, one of less weight 
not being formed with so much legislation. 


CONGRESSMAN LANNING, JUDGE. 


Appointed to Succeed Kirkpatrick in 
New Jersey District. 
WASHINGTON, June 1.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Knox to-day announced the appoint- 
ment of William M. Lanning of Trenton, N. 
J., to be United States District Judge for 
the District of Néw Jersey, in succession to 

the late Judge Andrew Kirkpatrick. 


William M. Lanning was born on a farm 
in Mercer County, Jan. 1, 1849. He was 
elected a Justice of the Peace in Ewing 
Township in 1871, and was admitted to the 
bar at the November term, 1880. He was 
appointed City Solicitor of Trenton in 1884. 
In 1887 he was made Judge of the City 
District Court. He is well known as a 
writer on legal subjects. 

He is a Director and counsel for the 
Mechanics’ National Bank, and was for a 
time President of that institution. He is 
also a member of the Board of Managers 
of the Trenton Savings Fund Society, the 
Board of Trustees of the General Assembly 
of the Presbyterian Church in the United 
States of America, the Board of Directors 
of the Princeton Theological Seminary, and 


of the Board of Trustees of the Lawrence- 
ville School, 

Mr. Lanning is serving his first term in 
Congress, having been elected from the 
Fourth District. 


STOPS FRENCH LINE TO CANADA 


Dominion Government Cancels Contract 
—Says It Was Violated.

OTTAWA, Ontario, June 1.—The contract 
between the Dominion Govesnment and Co- 
lombier Brothers of Bordeaux, for a line of 
steamships between France and Canada 
has been canceled, and negotiations for the 
service are proceeding with Sir William 
Armstrong, the British shipbuilder. 

The contract with Colombier Brothers 
was for a fortnightly service in Winter, 
eighteen trips a year. There are several 
reasons for the contract being canceled,

A petition in bankruptcy has been filed 
against Patrick J. Howley and Paul Dress- 
er, who compose the firm of Howley, Dres- 
ser Company, music publishers, at 1,440 
Broadway, by the Meany Printing Com- 
pany, a creditor for $1,896. It was alleged 
that they are insolvent; between May 25 
and 31 disposed of and secreted a large part 
of their property, made payments to credit- 
ors, and admitted their inability to pay 
their debts.

Lora receiver of the assets.

Rudyard, who was a son of C. W. Rud- 
yard and lived with his father, mother, and 
sister, was a Gun Captain in the Second 
Naval Battalion. .With twenty-two other 
members of the battalion he left Brooklyn 
on Saturday on a cutter cruise. The party 
established a camp on the beach at Nave- 
sink Highlands and remained there until 


Sunday afternoon, when they returned to 
the city. 

Rudyard was one of the jolliest of the 
party and was the first man up on Sunday 
morning. Several of his comrades saw him 


wading in the water up the beach at 7 
o'clock. He was not seen afterward. When 
he did not return to his home on Monda 
his family_thought he was stopping wit 
friends at Navesink Highlands over Sremo— 
rial Day. Such, so far’as is known, was 
not the case.

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INTERNATIONAL PEACE 
THEME OF CONFERENCE 


Notable Advocates of Arbitration 
Meet at Mohonk Lake. 


JUCGE GHAY IS OPTIMISTIC 


Says Anglo-American Treaty Would Ad- 
vance Cause of Arbitration to 
World-Wide Acceptance. 


MOHONK LAKE, N. Y., June 1.—The 
Tenth Annual Conference on International 
Arbitration opened here to-day with a 
larger attendance than at any previous 
meeting of the body, nearly three hundred 
people being present. Judge George Gray 
of Delaware was chosen to preside over the 
conference, 

A review of the list of delegates shows, 
besides Judge Gray, the names of two oth- 
er members of The Hague Tribunal—Oscar 
Straus and J. H. Gambra of Mexico. Also 
present are ten Judges of the Federal and 
State courts, including Justice Brewer of 
the United States Supreme Court, Judge 
Olden Chester of Albany, N. Y.; fifteen 
Presidents of colleges and other education- 
al institutions, including Presidents Faunce 
of Brown University and Seeley of Smith 
College; forty-five prominent bysiness men 
from different parts of the United States, 
including special representatives from the 
Chambers of Commerce of Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other 
cities; many well-known clergymen, in- 
cluding Bishop McVickar of Rhode Island, 
the Rev. Dr. Theodore Cuyler of Brooklyn, 
Lyman Abbott and Chancellor MacCracken 
of New York. 

Judge Gray, in his address, said: 

““We no longer consider the advance of 
alien peoples in wealth and prosperity as a 
menace to our own. We are more prone 
now than formerly to recognize such ad- 
vance as an increment to the world’s 
wealth, in which all sooner or later must 
have some share, however small. The eco- 
nomic waste consequent upon the mainte- 
nance of the great and increasing military 
and naval establishments of the world is 
beginning to make its due impression upon 
the enlightened conscience and intelligence 
of increasing numbers in all countries. 

“The Czar, who suggested The Hague 
Tribunal, is involved in internecine war 
that strains the resources of his empire, 
but the International Court of Arbitration 
at The Hague will remain an enduring 
monument to his wisdom, and shed more 
glory upon his reign than any triumph, 
however great, his armies may achieve. 

“There is good ground for thinking that 
the project of a treaty of arbitration be- 
tween England and the United States is 
in a forward state of progress, and that the 
rejection of the treaty of ’97 by the Senate 
will help, rather than hinder, the present 
movement, Its rejection has served to con- 
centrate public attention upon the subject, 
and in the meantime free discussion and 
criticism have served to measurably mature 
a@ favorable public opinion on both sides 
of the Atlantic. 

“ What imagination is not kindled, what 
heart does not glow, at the thought of 
an arbitral agreement between the two 
great English-speaking nations of the 
world. Too powerful to be animated by any 
other motive than a brave and worthy one, 


ee 


the moral effect of their agreement in such 
a treaty could not fail. to-advance the 
cause of international arbitration to a 
world-wide acceptance. 

“There has been a notable triumph in 
the cause of international arbitration in the 
submission by the United States and Great 
Britain to an arbitral tribunal of the diffi- 
cult questions arising out of the disputed 
Alaskan boundary, which have so long 
vexed. the diplomacy and menaced the 
peace of both countries. It is hard to ex- 
aggerate the importance of this submission, 
and of the judgment which ensued, Feel- 
ing and passion had become excited on 


both sides, and the conditions which are 
generally antecedents of war were begin- 
ning to be manifest. All that has now 
passed away with the judgment of the 
tribunal, and, notwithstanding some un- 
manly outcry from our friends across the 
Canadian border, general acquiescence 
characterizes the situation.” 

The review of the year in the history 
of arbitration was made by Dr. Benjamin 
F. Trueblood of Boston, Secretary of the 
American Peace Society, who in the course 
of his remarks said: 

“The recent remarkable agreement be- 
tween France and Great Britain, an agree- 
ment which disposes of all the outstand- 
ing differences between the two countries, 
is a direct fruit, not only of the existence 
of The Hague Tribunal, but also of the 
movement for special arbitration treaties. 

Congressman Baker of Brooklyn said he 
thought no large advance could be made 
toward international peace among the 
American people until more was done in 
promoting peaceful sentiments at home, 
He spoke strongly against what he termed 
the wasteful expenditure of the Govern- 
ment on the army and navy, and charged 
that people were guilty of gross incon- 
sistency when they talked peace and sus- 
tained an immense outlay on armories and 
other means of waging war. 

Gen. Horatio G. King deprecated the idea 
that reasonable preparation for war was 
inconsistent. So long as other nations arm, 
he said, we must arm. We cannot bring 
about arbitration until we are strong. 
Many other speakers took similar views. 


DEFICIT INSTEAD OF SURPLUS. 


Treasury Statement Shows Loss in May 
of $130,472—Deficit for Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—The Treasury 
statement issued to-day shows that the 
available cash balance is $168,287,516, a loss 
during the month of $57,631,672. Payments 
of the Panama Canal and the loan of $4,600,- 
000 made to the St. Louis Exposition ex- 
plain this large falling off in cash. 

The’ receipts for May were $41,688,060, a 
decrease of $2,425,910 compared with May, 
1903. The expenditures for the month were 
$96,418,472. Deducting the payments to the 
exposition and to the Canal Commission, 
the disbursements for May aggregate $41,- 
818,472, and reduce the deficit for the 
month to $130,472. For the corresponding 
month of 1903 there was a surplus of 
$3,600,000. 

The Secretary of the Treasury estimated 
in December last that the surplus for the 
fiscal year which will end with June would 
be $14,000,000. The indications are that the 
Secretary's estimate of receipts will be real- 
ized, but that the estimated expenditures 
will exceed by several million dollars the 
Secretary’s figures, and instead of a surplus 
at the close of the current fiscal year there 
will be a deficit. 

Took Up Collection for Himself. 

NEWARK, N. J., June 1.—While the Rev. 
Father Poel was kneeling at the aitar in 
St. John’s Roman Catholic Church to-night 
a man in one of the front pews arose and 
passed down the centre aisle, taking up a 
collection on one side of that aisle.

THE COURT OF APPEALS 


J. T. McDonough Comes from Phil- 
ippines to Seek Nomination. 


JUDGE WERNER’S CHANCE GOOD 


If Judge Parker Is Nominated There'll 
Be Two Vacancies—Attorney Gen- 
eral Cunneen May Be Named 
by Democrats, 


Ex-Secretary of State John T. McDon- 
ough, who, following his retirement from 
the State service, was appointed a Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the Philippines, 
is understood to be due to arrive in this 
country very soon for the particular pur- 
pose of presenting his claims for a nomina- 
tion to the Court of Appeals bench by the 
Republitan State Convention this year. 

William Barnes, Jr., Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Executive Committee, cham- 
pioned Mr. McDonough when he was placed 
on the State ticket in 1898, and again in 
1900. Mr. McDonough is an Albany lawyer. 

Now, however, Mr. Barnes will probably 
not be able to do much for his former lieu- 
tenant, owing, it is understood, to his hold- 
ing the Chairmanship of the Executive 
Committee as the price of his not urging 
Mr. McDonough or anybody else for any- 
thing on the State ticket this year. Politi- 
cal leaders all over the State understand 
that any claims Mr. Barnes had, so far as 
the Odell organization is concerned, were 
Settled when he was reappointed head of 
the Executive Committee. Mr, McDon- 
ough is said to have pleaded hard to be 
nominated for the seat of John Clinton 
Gray, whose term expired in December, 
1902, but William E. Werner of Monroe re- 
ceived the nomination. 

The situation, therefore, with respect to 
the Court of Appeals in the coming cam- 
paign is concerning the Republicans of the 
State not a Hlttle. One proposition is 
squarely before them and another may pre- 
sent itself. 

The nomination for the seat now held by 
Judge Celora E. Martin of Broome, who 
will retire for age Dec. 31, must be made. 
The Democrats may nominate Attorney 
General John Cunneen of Erte. 

Judge Werner, now Associate Judge of 
the Court of Appeals by appointment of 
Gov. Roosevelt, can probably have a nomi- 
nation to that bench this year if he so de- 
sires. Many members of the bar have de- 
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clared themselves in favor of his remaining 
on the Court of Appeals bench. 

In the event of Chief Judge Parker’s nom- 
ination for the Presidency, however, two 


nominations will be available, for Senator 
McCarren has that the Judge 
will resi his place on the bench if 
nominat at St. Louis. In such a con- 
tingency, the candidacy of Judge Edgar M. 
Cullen of Kings, also a Gubernato ap- 

intee at present, which has been urged 

x, Senator McCarren, can be recognized. 
Then either Cunneen or he would be nomi- 
nated for the Chief Judgeship, with the 
other taking the Associate Judgeship nomi- 
nation, providing an arrangement is not 
made whereby the party leaders divide the 
nominations, one to the Democrats and one 
to the Republicans, both candidates receiv- 
ing the indorsement of both parties. Both 
Republicans and Democrats have _ their 
doubts about the wisdom of such a plan. 

In_ the event of two nominations being 
available, with Judge Werner assured ot 
one, the struggle for the other will be 
lively. As Werner lives in Western New 
York, it would not be at all unlike the Gov- 
ernor to give Justice William D. Dickey of 
Orange the other nomination. 

In case Judge Parker resigns, the Gov- 
ernor will have to appoint a successor to 
serve until Dec. 31. hoever receives this 
designation will have a tremendous pres- 
tige to begin his canvass for delegates. It 
will be possible for the Governor to move 
up one of the Judges now on the bench to 
the position of Chief Judge and give his 
new appointee an associate seat. But under 
the Constitution and conditions accruing 
from the act of 1899, he could merely ap- 

oint an Associate Judge to Chief Judge 

arker’s place and allow one vacancy to 
exist, if he so desired, as Judges Cullen 
and Werner are on the Appellate bench un- 
til such time only as the cases before the 
court do not exceed 200.

WOODRUFF IS THE LEADER. 


Turns Dady’s Plans Upside Down in

It was evident from the gossip among 
the Republicans yesterday around the Bor- 
ough Hall, Brooklyn, that ex-Lieut. Gov. 
Woodruff had demonstrated, on the occa- 
sion pf his brief visit to the Kings County 
headquarters the day before, that he is 
still leader in that borough. He upset a 
great many of Michael J. Dady’s plans, and 


in the two hours he spent in Brooklyn set 
aside appointments already made, in the 
office of Commissioner of Records John K.

New York Senator Goes to Chicago 
June 17—European Trip to be Brief.

TWO FAVORITES WERE WINNERS 


Delhi Scratched from the Feature Race 
at Gravesend on Account of Poor 
Weather Conditions. 


Although the Carlton Stakes, which is to 
the Brooklyn Derby what the Withers is 
to the Belmont, was renewed at Gravesend 
yesterday, the weather was so disagreea- 
ble that the attendance was restricted al- 
most wholly to the professional element, 
and even the regulars found the day not 
one of uninterrupted prosperity. 

Owners and trainers were not keen to 
start their horses over a track that was 
fetlock’ deep in mud, and of the sixty-odd 
performers that were. named in the over- 
night list, twenty-eight were withdrawn. 
In the first race, in fact,. fifteen of the 
twenty-three whose names appeared on 
the programme were kept in their quarters. 

The defeat of two first choices, both of 
which were at odds on throughout the 
period of speculation, and of another which 
was played from evens to 5 to 4 on in 
many books was a facer for those with 
reputations as plungers to sustain. 

From an eligible list of thirty-eight three- 
year-olds only six owners elected to start 
their horses in the Carlton Stakes, at a 
mile, and this field of six was cut in 
half by the withdrawal of James R. Keene's 
Delhi, Capt. S. S. Brown's Auditor, and 
John A Drake’s Bobad‘l. The withdrawal 


of Delhi with 126 pounds, giving 8 pounds } 


to each of his opponents, was a distinct 


disappointment. 

With the three withdrawn, 
get's Ormonde’s Right, R. T. 
Montreson, and M. L. Hayman’s Ortho- 
dox, each carrying 118 pounds, had the 
stake to themselves. From the view point 
of the speculators the withdrawal of Del- 
hi, who undoubtedly would have been a de- 
cided choice, the problem was not material- 
ly simplified.

When Mr. Fitzgerald released the barrier 
the favorite broke flatfooted and lost the 
rail position he had drawn before the lower 
turn was reached. Lyne probably would 
have found the longest way around the 
quickest way home, but he preferred to re- 
main hemmed in behind Montreson and 
Orthodox, and in doing so subjected his 
mount to a deluge of mud that must have 
been suffocating. An opening was not 
found until the stretch turn, and it was 
then too late. Montreson had obtained a 
Jead that could not be overcome, and he 
won from the favorite by an open length.

ST. AMANT WON THE DERBY. 


Gouvernant, the French Colt and Favor- 
ite, Was Not Placed. 


LONDON, June 1.—The race for the Der- 
by Stakes, (of 6,500 sovereigns, about one 
mile and a half,) at Epsom to-day was 
won by St. Amant. 

St. Amant led all the way and won by 
three lengths. Another three lengths sepa- 
rated second and third horses. Andover 
was fourth. Gouvernant, a French horse, 
owned by M. Blanc and the favorite, was 
not placed. 

The result in detail was as follows: 
Leopold de Rothschild’s St. Amant (K. Can-

Eight horses started. 

The betting was 5 to 1 against St. Amant, 
4 to 1 against John o’ Gaunt, and 50 to 1 
against St, Denis. The French crack, Gou- 
vernant, started at 7 to 4 against. The race, 
which was run in a thunderstorm, occupied 
2 minutes 45 4-5 seconds. 

The jockeys, on returning to the- scale, 
all weighed two pounds or more overweight, 
owing to their soaked clothes, The Stew- 
ards, however, passed them. 

The victory of Leopold de Rothschild’s 
St. Amant was exceedingly popular,’ espe- 
cially as it was generally thought that 
Gouvernant was a certain winner. The 
scene when Mr. de Rothschild led in the 
horse was remarkable. King Edward, who 
was present, was among the first to con- 
gratulate his old friend, while cheers re- 
sounded all over the course. : 

Rain fell heavily all the morning, which 
greatly diminished the size °f the crowds, 
and the number of coaches and other vehi- 
‘les was not nearly up to the average, 
most of those who attended the races pre- 
ferring trains. This means of reaching the 
course was chdésen by the King who was 
accompanied by the Prince of Wales, the 
Duke of Connaught, Prince Christian, the 
Duchess of Devonshirg, and the Duchess of 
Portland. Queen Alexandra was not pres- 
ent, owing to the rain. 

The generally damp appearance of the 
crowds, the bedraggled dresses of the wom- 
en bein&® covered with waterproofs, robbed 
the spectacle of much of its accustomed 
gayety. 

Many Frenchmen were present, and their 
disappointment was most keen, as they re- 
garded Edmond Blanc’s colt as certain to 
repeat Gladiateur’s performance. It is said 
that M. Blanc, who made his fortune out of 
the Casino at Monte Carlo and paid a rec- 
ord price, $196,875, for Gouvernant’s sire, 
Flying Fox, stood to win in the neighbor- 
hood of $250,000 in bets on Gouvernant. 


LAWN TENNIS IN THE RAIN. 


Spirited Play in the New York L. T. C. 
Tournament.

Despite the unfavorable conditions there was 
spirited tennis played yesterday in the continua- 
tion of the tournament on the courts of the New 
York Lawn Tennis Club, One Hundred and 
Twenty-third Street and St. Nicholas Avenue. 
Harvard’s veteran, Ross Burchard, of the West 
Side Club, played a fast three-set match with 
the Canadian ex-champion, Frederick G. Ander- 
son.

the corners and side lines of Burchard’s court, 

Representatives of Harvard and Columbia, W. 
P. Blagden and Lyle E. Mahan, met in the same 
round, but after each had won a set they de- 
cided to finish the competition upon dry courts 
later in the week, Blagden, who holds the 
national amateur squash championship, won the 
first set of this match at 6—4. He was very 
quick, and his ground and overhead strokes were 


brought off with a snap that completely out- 
played the Columbia ex-champion at the begin- 
ning. In the second set Mahan seemed to have 
taken the measure of his opponent’s skill, and 
also to have found his vulnerable points. These 
appeared to be the low backhand and half-vol- 
ley strokes of the squash champion.

Robert Le Roy, the Columbia tennis Captain, 
won a hard-foyght three-set match in the handi- 
cap singles against J. F. Entz.

THE WAR. 

Such fighting as may now or may for 
some days have been going on in Man- 
churia outside of the Kwan-Tung Penin- 
sula must be merely of the kind of Which 
NAPOLEON declared that our Revolution- 
ary War entirely consisted, that is to 
say, “affairs of outposts.” Port Arthur 
is the storm centre, and the attack and 
Gefense of it, which must be looked for 
shortly, even if they have not already 
begun, are not only the main but the 
only considerable operations now in 
progtess. The Japanese, on their 
are concerned to see that Gen. 
army has an assurance of “hands off” 
in dealing with the garrison. Only in the 
very unlikely event of the Russian com- 
mander’s undertaking a march of relief 
to the southward would they have any 
other duty than that of observation. But 
the observation is naturally very close 
and minute on both sides, and may well 
give rise every day to encounters which 
can be called only “ affairs,” and which 
ean have no decisive influence on the 
campaign. 
The fate of Port Arthur is expected at 
Tokio, and everywhere else outside of 
Ruasia, to have such an influence. When 
the fortress falls the most important of 
the immediate military results will be the 
liberation of Gen. Oxu’s Second Army to 
assist the First in the beleaguering of 
Gen, KUROPATKIN. The united Japanese 
force will so far outnumber him that his 
retreat northward seems to be a fore- 
gone conclusion. That retreat the Japan- 
@se will of course make as difficult and 
Gisastrous as possible. But it is unlikely 
that they can either prevent it by sur- 
rounding him or that they will follow it 
beyond a point at which their own lines 
of retreat and supply will cease to be en- 
tirely secure. That retreat would proba- 
bly mark the ending of the campaign, 
and, according to the hopes of Tokio, the 
ending of the war. There is a chance 
that the Russian General feels himself 
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strong ehough to risk a battle with the | 


First Japanese Army before it is rein- 
forced and while the Second Army is still 
busily engaged at the end of the penin- 
Sula. But it seems that if Gen. KuRopPatT- 
KIN were willing to run this risk he 
would have run it already. In any event, 
after his very Fabian policy thus far, the 
adoption of it now would appear to be a 
@eunsel of desperation. Meanwhile, all 
military operations in Manchuria seem to 
Be suspended for news from Port Arthur. 


STREET LIGHTING. 

The long contention between the Con- 
golidated Gas Company and the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply, Gas and Electric- 
ity begun by ex-Commissioner RoBEertT 
Grier MoNROE has come to an end 
through the surrender of Commissioner 
OAKLEY, who to-morrow will recommend 
te the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment the acceptance of the bid of the 
Consolidated to supply 22,500 incandes- 
cent street lamps with Welsbach man- 
tles for the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
the Bronx at $24.75 each. These same 
lamps are furnished the City of Chicago 
at about $18 per annum. The mass of 
valuable testimony showing the unrea- 
sonableness of the demand of the Con- 
Sdlidated Gas Company, compiled _by 
Commissioner MONROE, has all the weight 
to-day it had when it warranted him in 
recommending municipal competition 
with the local gas monopoly. But good 
arguments and convincing comparative 
figures Count very little in the board- 
room of the Consolidated Gas Company. 
They were not alarmed by the plan of 
Commissioner MONROE, probably relying 
upoti their ability to defeat at Albany 
ahy legislation designed to put the city 
in a position to manufacture its own 
light. In this confidence they were not 
miistakén. Having eliminated all pres« 
,eft danger of municipal or private com- 
petition they had only to wait until the 
city was ready to accept their terms. 

The contract now recommended by 
Cummissioner OAKLeEy is largely advan- 
tageous to the company: The mantles to 
be used are rated at sixty-candle power. 
It is probable they will not give in prac- 
ticé an illumination above thirty candles, 
and the amount of gas required for this 
purpose will be materially less than that 
meeded to supply the open flame of 
twelve nominal candle power. The 
agteethent to keep the lamps in fepair 
may tiiean more or less, according to the 
vigilance of citizens in making com- 
plaints 6f defective mantles. 

The Consolidated Gas Company is in a 
position of admitted advantage at the 


moment. The wisdom of using this ad- 


vantage for all that it can be made to 
represent in dollars and cents is scarcely 
debatable in view of the growing popu- 
lar conviction that it is a monopoly in- 
imical to the public interest and that 
both public and private consumption is 
overtaxed to pay dividends upon an enor- 
mous inflation of corporate capital. It is 
Gifficult to convince many of those op- 
posed to the whole principle of municipal 
trading that the arguments against a 
Ramapo contract and in favor of the 
municipal ownership and operation of the 
city’s water supply and distribution do 
not apply equally to such necessities as 
gas and electric light. The Consolidated 
Gas Company has for some years pur- 
sued a policy calculated to encourage 
the growth of a popular sentiment in 
favor of local municipal competition in 
public and private lighting. When that 
sentiment becomes strong enough to take 
rank as a local political issue of the first 
magnitude the people will find a way to 
get what they want, whether it be to 
their ultimate advantage or otherwise. 
No franchise privileges have been more 
abused than gas franchises, and those of 
New York'are not exceptions to the rule. 
The Consolidated is well intrenched and 
very formidable, but it is not impregna- 
ble, and every turn of the screw and 
every move to defeat the plan for munic- 
ipal pipe galleries creates for it a new 
danger from the growing public determi- 
nation to make its business competitive. 


THE FUTURE OF JAPAN. 

By far the most illuminating and com- 
plete statement of the needs and aspira- 
tions of the Japanese people which led 
them to take up arms against Russia is 
made by Dr. K. Asakawa of Dartmouth 
College in the current number of The 
Yale Review. The modest title of the 
article “Some of the Issues of the 
Russo-Japanese Conflict,” but the one 
it sets forth, calmly and impar- 
but with convincing clearness, is 
that of the national progress, the very 
existence, of the Island Empire. As the 
writer makes it very plain that Japan is 
the advance guard of modern civilization, 
struggling for life against a Power essen- 
tially retrograde and anti-modern in its 
mctives and tendencies, the statement is 
of intense interest to American readers. 

We have recently pointed out that ex- 
pansion is a pressing necessity for the 
Japanese on account of the density of 
their population. Dr. ASAKAWA points out 
that this necessity is not merely a matter 
of room, but of food and of industrial ex- 
istence. During the past thirty years the 
pepulation of Japan has advanced from 
34,000,000 to 46,700,000, exclusive of For- 
mosa, or 37 per cent. About 600,000 are 
row added every year. The tillable land 
of Japan does not and can not support so 
large a population, and the deficit of 
home-grown food increases with the pop- 
ulation. Less than 13 per cent. of the 
land is under cultivation and not more 
than 25 per cent. is capable of cultiva- 
tion. Intensive methods are already in 
use, and production cannot be increased 
in that way. When all the land shall 
have been brought under tillage the per 
capita share will be less than one-half an 
acre—below that of England, a conspicu- 
ous example of a country not able to feed 
itself. 

In this situation the Japanese have 
turned, as the English turned, to manu- 
factures. Last year 84.6 per cent. of the 
exports of Japan were wholly or partly 
manufactured articles, while her imports, 
like those of England, are largely food 
and raw materials. To a nation thus 
niaced, unable to produce its food and 
materials, increasing rapidly in numbers, 
advancing with equal or greater rapidity 
in varied industry, laborious, energetic, 
ingenious, endowed, moreover, with the 
maritime instincts and gifts of an island 
race, trade becomes the very breath of 
their nostrils. They simply cannot live 
without it. And the natural field for 
their nearest and most useful trade is the 
Peninsula of Korea and the mainland of 
Northeastern China. Within the last 
thirteen years the commerce of Japan 
with East Asia has grown 563 per cent. 
That is to say, it is more than six times 
greater than in 1890, and it constitutes 
nearly one-half of her entire foreign 
trade. From this source come the bulk of 
her food and materials. In 1882 she 
brought from East Asia an insignificant 
amount of cotton and rice. Last year she 
imported from that region $35,000,000 in 
cotton and nearly $40,000,000 in various 
foods, with $5,000,000 oil cakes, used as 
manure. 

The enlightened mind of the Japanese 
perceives that the future of the country 
depends on trade and on trade as free as 
possible. It is the instinct of self-preser- 
vation that has induced thém to proclaim 
the open door wherever their arms or 
their influence can prevail. The same in- 
stinct prompts them to seek the inde- 
pendence and development of Korea and 
the progressive development under Chi- 
nese tule of Manchuria and Northern 
China generally. Mr. ASAKAWA insists 
that the Japanese seek neither annexa- 
tion on the mainland nor exclusive privi- 
leges, believing that these would bring 
vexatious conflicts of interest with other 
Powers and entail endless responsibili- 
ties. They seek and seek only an open 
ficld for the exercise of that intelli- 
gence, skill, energy, and enterprise which 
they have proved that they possess in 
rare degree. 

Across the one path to this future so 
imperatively needed, so ardently desired, 
forecast and pursued with such extraor- 
dinary enlightenment, stands Russia, not 
cnly barring the advance of Japan but 
threatening her with industrial and po- 
litical destruction. Russia aims to seize 
Northeastern Asia, including Korea, to 
the exclusion, politically and commer- 
ejally, of all other Powers, so far as pos- 
sible, and of Japan absolutely. This aim 
of Russia appears to her statesmen im- 
perative and essential. They fegard ac- 
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cess to the Pacific through ec Uindaa pak open ail 
the year ag a need to be satisfied at any 
cost, and’such ports can be found only in 
Korea—even Port Arthur and Dalny be- 
ing but partially ice free. Commercially 
they seek markets for Russian exports 
and traffic for the vast railway system 
they have slowly and at enormous cost 
extended across Northern Asia, and they 
think that in open markets Russia would 
be at a hopeless disadvantage. Whether 
a fallacy or not, that is the conviction 
which has shaped their policy. ‘Since 
open markets in East Asia are the condi- 
tions of all progress and even of existence 
for Japan, since she must have food for 
her people, materials for her industries, 
outlets for her products, she has, after 
long and therough preparation, taken 
arms against Russia: It is a new civiliza- 
tion against an old, freedom against ex- 
clusion, progress against reaction, and 
ultimately peaceful evolution against vio- 
lence and arbitrary force. Even for Rus- 
sia it would be better that the new vivili- 
zation should no* fail, 
A CHECK UPON UNSAFE BUILDING. 

The action of the Board of Aldermen in 
approving a resolution conferring upon 
the Superintendents of Buildings, with 
the authority of the Borough Presidents, 
the power summarily to stop work upon 
buildings deemed unsafe, is proper and 
commendable. The lack of this power 
has in a number of instances been plead- 
ed as excusing failure on the part of the 
bureaus to interpose for the protection 
of life when builders have followed 
methods clearly in violation of the law 
or in contravention of safe rules of prac- 
tice. It has been insisted that the pro- 
cedure of an appeal to the Supreme 
Court for a restraining order has result- 
ed in delays and postponements which 
have greatly embarrassed the work of 
the bureau officers, and in many in- 
stances given dishonest reckless 
builders opportunity to cover 
ceal the evidences of violations and so 
embody structural weaknesses in build- 
ings. Perhaps this plea has had more 
consideration than it is entitled to; but 
in matters of this sort there cannot be 
too close a concentration of responsibil- 
ity. Since summary action by the Su- 
perintendent in stopping work is what 
the speculative builder most fears, it is 
very desirable that the power to take 
such action should exist. If it is abused 
the Superintendent can be held respon- 
sibie; if it is not used when it should be 
he must answer for official nonfeasance. 
The fact that it was desired by the Su- 
perintendents of Buildings in the several 
boroughs warrants the conclusion that 
they are anxious to do their work well 
and are not afraid of an increased and 
more immediate accountability for the 
manner in which the duties of their of- 
fices are discharged. 
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THE MANCHURIA. 

The exhibition of the new steamer of 
the Pacific Mail Line at her wharf in 
this harbor was a very noteworthy 
event. The new ship far outclasses any- 
thing we have hitherto had afloat upon 
the Pacific, or, for that matter, upon the 
Atlantic. An American’ steamer which 
outtons the Cedric, the giant of the At- 
lantie liners, by some 3,000, is a subject 
for patriotic pride. In speed the new 
steamer disclaims in advance any pre- 
tensions to “the record.’ She belongs, 
on the contrary, to the humbler class of 
‘“‘moneymakers” which is commonly 
held to exclude the “‘ greyhounds.” These 
latter are the ships which owners find 
useful mainly for the purpose of adver- 
tising the slower and more profitable 
vessels of the lines to which the grey- 
hounds respectively belong. 

It is very gratifying that our shipown- 
ers find it practical to launch and oper- 
ate in the Pacific trade and on two lines 
these marine monsters, so far beyond 
the dreams of men engaged in the Pa- 
cific trade even a decade ago. The very 
name of the new ship points a moral. It 
indicates that she has been built for a 
share of the great and populous province 
which is now the actual theatre of war 
between Russia and Japan. Doubtless 
her building was determined before the 
war began, but it seems almost to be the 
discounting of Japanese victory. For 
everybody engaged in the Asiatic trade 
knows that our Manchurian trade, from 
a promising beginning, while the prov- 
ince was still in the hands of its Chinese 
owners, began to languish from the be- 
ginning of the Russian occupation and 
control, and that, even before the out- 
break of hostilities, it was moribund if 
not entirely dead. The sailing of the 
Manchuria denotes the confidence of 
American traders with the Far East that 
the trade will revive. Since it can revive 
only by the substitution of the “ open 
door’? to which Japan stands pledged 
for the door which Russia has closed on 
mankind, that confidence at once de- 
notes their faith in the suecess of the 
Power which represents modern ideas 
and explains why their sympathies, and 
those of their fellow-citizens, are, by so 
overwhelming a majority, with Japan. 

SUICIDE OR ACCIDENT ? 

We read that many of the friends of 
thé late Mayor of Baltimore, who seems 
to have had many and warm friends, are 
making themselves heard in opposition 
to the theory of suicide adopted by the 
officials who have conducted the inquest. 
This is what one would expect, in the ab- 
sence of absolutely conclusive evidence 
of suicide. The ambiguous givings out 
of the officials by no means constitute 
such evidence. On the contraty, the evi- 
dence concerning the condition of the 
Mayor just before his suddén death all 
tends to negative the notion that he med- 
itated self-destruction. . 

The general consensus of mankind that 
suicide is a crime is plainly shown in the 
reluctance of a man’s friends to believe 
that he committed it, anid in the theory 
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man is clearly entitled to the benefit of 
the doubt. Nearly everybody who has 
had much to do with firearms can recall 
experiences of his own which might have 
resulte@? in accidental death, with quite 
as strong circumstantial evidence of sui- 
cidal intent as can be adduced in this 
case. 

Here is one authentic story: A well- 
known New Yorker, a bachelor living in 
a hotel, having had occasion to change 
his rooms, took that occasion to over- 
haul his belongings. In his trunk, there 
lay a loaded pistol, which he had not 
handled or inspected for months. To as- 
sure himself that it was in good order he 
turned the chamber with one hand, while 
holding back the hammer with the thumb 
of the other. He happened to be standing 
in front of the mirror, when he let the 
hammer slip. It fell and fired a loaded 
barrel. The bullet, as he afterward ascer- 
tained by inspection, must have passed 
very close to his head before burying it- 
self in the ceiling. In addition to his nat- 
ural disgust with his own carelessness 
came the thought that, if his careless- 
ness had been fatal to him, his position 
and his occupation would have made out 
against him posthumously a perfectly 
clear case of suicide, and that the sor- 
row of his friends would be mixed with 
irrepressible curiosity and speculation 
as to Why he did what he had no thought 
or intention of doing. There are many 
uch cases as this, and the moral of them 
all is that the theory of suicide should not 
be adopted until the evidence’ puts it be- 
yond reasonable doubt. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—RIt is sufficiently discouraging—not to 
say disgusting—that at the hearing on co*- 
poral punishment given by the Board of 
Education’s Committee on Elementary 
Schools, this week, only two of the Prin- 
cipals present, one woman and one man, 
spoke in opposition to the abominable de- 
mand for the re-establishment in our public 
schools of that ancient atrocity. All the 
rest, and’ there were a lot of them, either 
maintained an unworthy silence or had the 
shameless audacity to argue against all the 
teachings of science, morals, and experience 
and in favor pf the rod, incompetency’s 
last refuge, perversion’s first choice. The 
however, ig not quite so bad a& it 
A majority of the Principals, it is 
true, do seem eager to grasp the whip again, 
but, as was revealed by one of the eager 
ones in the course of his speech, there is 
a saving remnant of considerable size, even 
among the Principals. Of 428 of them who 
were interrogated by the advocates of re- 
viving a barbarous anachronism, only 269 
responded, and, though 223 of the 269 voted 
on the wrong side, 223 is very little more 
than half of the 428 who were questioned. 
When the 6,000 teachers of the city were 
asked what they thought uf personal as- 
sault as a means of preserving discipline 
in school, the showing was at least decent. 
Only 1,200 of them responded at all, and 
the tenor of their replies indicated that they 
took little interest in the subject. In other 
words, a very large majority of the teach- 
erg—of the men and women who are brought 
into direct contact with the children—are 
evidently content with things as they are, 
and, if they are not actively opposing the 
desires of the Principals, that may be merely 
the caution of subordinates in running 
counter to the wishes of. their superiors. 
If the teachers are not clamoring for, or 
even asking for, the privilege of defending 
themselves, or having themselves defended, 
by the use of clubs on obstreperous in- 
fants, the position of the Principals is par- 
ticularly obnoxious to suspicion. Can it be 
that they desire a change of disciplinary 
methods that will enhance the importance 
of their office by intrusting to it a duty 
which the teachers seem to be performing 
well enough without assistance? That ex- 
planation of their course is not exactly 
kind, but it is the milkiest of ch: arity com- 
pared with explanations that might, and 
almost certainly would, be given by any 
expert in morbid psychology if questioned 
as to the impulses, conscious or sub-con- 


scious, of those who show an inclination 
to use the whip. 
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——For some time past, whenever any- 
body has been ruh over in the street here 
by a car or other vehicle, some observer of 
the accident has raised a howl of “ Lynch 
him!” against the motorman or driv er con- 
cerned, and immediately there has followed 
a small-sized riot, with showering stones 
and savage blows all aimed at a man who, 
in some instances, at least, has been guilty 
of no intentional wrong, and not even of 
carelessness. For réckless drivers of any 
class We hold, of course, no brief, and, if 
Punishment by the mdb were the only 
means by which they could be taught the 
error of their ways, we should be inclinea 
to let the mobs work their will, but such 
punishment is the very worst and least ef- 
fective of megns, for not only does the 
mob fail to discriminate between the crimi- 
nal and the innocent, but it aggravates its 
own evil passions every time it assumes 
police functions and casts off another shred 
of its respect for law and order. Observ- 
ers of these street accidents will have per- 
formed their whole duty if they see to it 
that the man in charge of the vehicle that 
does the harm does not escape the ques- 
tioning of the constituted authorities. 
When they do more—when they make them- 
selves jurors, Judges, and executioners in 
a case of which they know little or noth- 
ing—then their offense is much graver than 
that of their victim, even if he be guilty 
as charged, for they are attacking the very 
foundations of civilized life. In these too 
frequently recurring episodes the police 
seem to be content with the rescue of the 
imperiled driver from those who are trying, 
in reality or pretense, to put him to death. 
The rescue is not enough, nor is it enough 
to do a little desultory clubbing in effecting 
the rescue. As many as possible of the 
rioters should be arrested, and; by subse- 
quent proceedings in court, they should be 
made to realize the powers as well as the 
responsibilities of the law. It may be said, 
and we think with truth, that in this city 
the people who cry “Lynch him!” and 
then sail in\ with the most convenient 
weapon, are seeking excitement rather 
than blood, since they know that a rescue 
is almost inevitable and never make any 
real resistance to the police. That, how- 
ever, is of small consequence as mitigation 
of the offense committed. The joke is a 
most dangerous and harmful one, and those 
who play it should be. sternly repressed.

Ordinary talk is prob- 
ably much what it was in the days of its 
universal popularity; indeed, the chances 
are that it is better and covers more and 
more interesting topics than ever before; 
but now the talker has everywhere the 
competition of the writer, for all are read- 
ers and can get as much as they want to 
read. As for the “ dreadful pauses’’ at 
dinners and receptions, to which our corre- 
spondent referred; are they not at least oft- 
en due to the present-day disinclination of 
the average man to invite the attention of 
those around him at such functions to triv- 
ial utterances that would have served ail 
purposes in a less sophisticated age? That 
“able conversationalists’’ aré needed to 
fill in these pauses is beyond question, but 
it may safely be doubted if anybody gets 
much of the instruction and improvement 
for which our correspondent yearns from 
the utterances of those by whom the pauses 
are filled. Long ago was it recognized that 
“talk is cheap,"’ and now it is getting to be 
held in the esteem of other cheap things. 


——As in the case of Miss Stonm, so in 
that of Mr. PERDICARIs, one cannot help 
considering to just how much trouble and 
expense a country jis in duty bound to go 
‘n protecting the lives of citizens who vol- 
untarily take up their residence in lands 
where they know that danger is abundant 
and the local Government either ill-disposed 
toward aliens or too weak to give them ef- 
fective protection. For a Consular officer, 
or even for a ship Captain in the ordinary 
conduct of his business, there is no limit to 
the obligation of his own country, ‘but the 
position of Mr. PERpDIcARIs is somewhat dif- 
ferent. He knew Morocco and its inhabit- 
ants, and he liked them well enough to re- 
main there for years. Now a “ bandit” 
with whom he had been on friendly terms 
has carried him off into the mountains and 
tureatens to kill him unless an enormous 
price is paid in money and more than 
money. It is a difficult problem. Mr. Prr- 
DICARIS is really an American citizen, and, 
according to all accounts, an amiable and 
estimable man, but he yoluntarily took a 
lot of chances, and, now that the chances 
have gone against him, there do seem to be 
objections to treating with an outlaw for 
the sake of restoring him to—Tangier. 


Billiard History Set Right. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The ‘“‘new backer of Schaefer,’”’ whom 
you quote in this morning’s issue, is cer- 
tainly qualified by lack of knowledge to 
back almost anything and win. 

There has never been an abstract tourna- 
mental tie at balk-line between Schaefer 
and Vignaux. When they last played to- 
gether in tournament, which was in Chi- 
cago in 1885, Slosson was tied with them. 

No French court has ever decided any- 
thing in favor of Schaefer. Vignaux went 
into court a year ago, claiming that he 
had won the championship of 182, but his 
plea was that he had made the highest 
general average—not the highest average, 
which was Sutton’s. The court ruled not 
for Schaefer, but for Vignaux, who had 
tied not Schaefer in gamés won and lost, 
but ‘Cure and Sutton. Besides not having 
played together in tournament since 1883, 
Vignaux and Schaefer have never so played 
at all in Paris. 

The nearest Schaefer has ever come to a 
billiard lawsult abroad is that, having re- 
fused either to defend the 18-1 emblem or 
to relinquish it to his challenger, (Sutton,) 
he was notified by the stakeholders that 
they would take legal steps to recover the 
emblem under the rules. The matter never 
reached the French courts, it beitig as- 
sumed that, as it involved only Américans 
and an emblem of a wholly American insti- 
tution, those courts might lighten their 
calendar by disclaiming jurisdiction. 

Schaefer has the emblem yet, but the 
championship became Sutton’s last October 
by force of sporting law, and Vignaux’'s 
last March by force of victory over Sutton, 
in spite of the fact that "the new backer 
of Schaefer declares that Vignaux is not 
the présent champion,”’ giving as a reason 
Schaefer's imaginary legal victory not over 
Sutton at 18-1, possibly, but over Vignaux 
at 18-2—a game at which Schaefer has 
aever in either form, match ofr tourha- 
ment, contended for the championship, 
whether at home or abroad. Vignaux is 
champion at both games. :

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Dangers of Gas in the Subway.

Your editorial in THe Timzs of May 28, 
prompted by the explosion of gas in the 
subway at Thirty-second Street and Broad- 
way, and condemning the gas companies 
for opposing placing gas mains in pipe gal- 
leries in the subways, suggests to a looker 
on who has studied somewhat the subway 
problem, this question: Is it advisable to 
include gas mains and electric conduits in 
our subway system? Is there not a rational 
objection from a gas engineer’s point of 
view? 

Students of this question know that in 
the age of gas competition and many fran- 
chises numerous defective plants were in- 
stalled, and with inevitable deterioration 
enormous leakage has resulted, until the 
ground in most streets is saturated with 
gas, as is evidenced by the odor when 
streets are opened. When mixed with a 
certain quantity of air and given space, it 
has enormous explosive force, 

In this age of electricity, suppose a sub- 
way, primarily designed for rapid transit, 
but also uséd for gas and electric service, 
should happen to be filled with the requisite 
combination,of gas and air for an explo- 
sion and defective insulation or a short 
eircuit should furnish a connecting link— 
where would we passengers be at? Editors

Train Orders in a Willow Hoop.

The device is a very simple one and consists of 
a hoop of willow about two feet in diameter with 
one end projecting as a hafidle. The train order 
is placed under a clip on the hoop which is held 
by the operator as the train approaches, the man 
on the steps of the caboose catching the hoop on 
his arm as the train dashes by.

Royal Chinese Guest Visits Prof. 
Hirth’s Flat. 


SIGHTSEEING AT COLUMBIA 


interest in Museum of Natural History 
May Result in Large Donation—Chi- 
nese Nobleman Likes Detectives. 


Prince Pu Lun had a day of sightseeing 
yesterday, during the course of which he 
added at least one experience to his list, 
Which in all probability no scion of royalty 
ever before encountered in this country. 
Prince Pu not only saw the inside of a 
New York flat, but, just as any plebeian 
might do, he climbed three flights of stairs 
to enjoy the privilege. 

The apartments visited were those of 
Prof. Friedrich Hirth, Dean Lung Profes- 
sor of Chinese at the Columbia University, 
at 501 West One Hundred and Thirteenth 
Street. Prof. Hirth, who speaks Chinese 
fluently, had called on the Prince the day 
he arrived, and was waiting yesterday, with 
several other persons, to escort the visitor. 
The party left the Hotel Manhattatn in car- 
riages, and on the way up town the profes- 
Sor suggested that they call at his flat to 
see some Chinese manuscripts which he 
possesses. The Prince and the Chinese 
Minister, Sir Chentung Liang-Cheng, con- 
sented, and when they alighted at the door 
of the apartment house, there being no ele- 
vator, the party climbed up three flights to 
See the treasures. After a few minutes 
spent in this way the party piled down 
stairs again and was driven to the uni- 
versity. 

Prince Pu slept late yesterday morning 
and breakfasted heartily on a very Ameri- 
can breakfast. Then he received a delega- 
tion from the Chinese Reform Association, 
whose sombre uabit contrasted strongly 
with the gorgeous raiment worn by the 
merchants the day before. At the univer- 
sity the members of the party were enter- 
tained at luncheon by Dr. A. V. Williams 
Jackson, Professor of Indo-Iranian Lan- 
guages in the university. Others at the 
luncheon were Prof. Firth, John Dyneley 
Prince, Professor of Semitic Languages; 
Abraham Yohannan, Lecturer in Oriental 
Languages; Robert J. H. Kleine, Assistant 
Professor in Chinese; William Popper of 
the Semitic department, and Edward Dele- 
van Parry, Dean of the School of Philoso- 
phy. With the Prince were his secretary, 
Mr. Cheng, the other three secretaries, Mr. 
Ching, Mr. Fang, and Mr. Ping, having 
been left at the hotel, and Sir Chentung. 

The dinner was served from the restau- 
rant of the university common and was 
much enjoyed by the royal guest, who has 
announced that he likes American cooking 
more and more the oftener he tries it. He 
is particularly partial to ice cream, and 
naively asks for a second helping on every 
occasion. 

The Prince and his party then made an 
extended tour through the university. His 
Highness not only expressed himself, 
through the Minister, as being much im- 
pressed with what he saw, but took great 
interest in the 6,000 Chinese volumes which 
have recently been presented to the uni- 
versity. 

“The Prince is a scholar,” said the Min- 
ister, “‘and everything that has relation 
to educational systems is of great interest 
to him. He is particularly interested in 
scientific subjects. This interest extends 
in a very great degree to electricity. Your 
university has pleased him very much.” 

As a result of what the Prince saw at the 
American Museum of Natural History, 

_ ‘where he took tea, that institution is likely 
to receive a large and notable donation to 
its Chinese collection. His Highness in- 
structed the Minister to inform Director 
Dumpus that he would use his best en- 
deavors to have a large part of the Chinese 
exhibit at the St. Louis Fair turned over 
to the Museum when the Fair is closed. 

The Prince and his party were treated to 
@ private view of the magnificent collection 
of Chinese objects, which came to the 
Museum through the generosity of Jacob 
H. Schiff and which have been collected 
for three years by Dr. Laufer. 

When an enormous section of the big red- 
wood trees of California was called to his 
notice, the Prince laughed heartily, evi- 
dently not believing that such forest mon- 
Sters existed. He was also much amused 
at the enormous octopus which hung from 
the ceiling in one of the sections. 

“We have those in China, too,’’ he said, 
“*but there we eat them. They are small. 
Such a one as that would be too much for 
@ meal.”’ 

After shaking each member of the ac- 
companying party by the hand and ex- 
pressing his thanks, the Prince, the Min- 


ister, and the secretary entered an auto- 
mobile and were taken back to the hotel. 

The Prince and those of his suite accom- 

anying him were very plainly dressed yes- 
erday. The secretaries have no sinecures, 
for after the sightseeing is over, the Prince 
summons them and, far into the night, 
dictates to them his impressions of what 
he has seen and heard. His Highness has 
taken a great fancy to Detective Sergts. 
Fogarty and Funston, who are with him 
constantly, and who have saved him from 
many petty annoyances. Many times yes- 
terday he shook their hands and thanked 
them for their attentions to him. 

It has become. known that the Prince is a 
lavish giver, and as a consequence the hotel 
attendants are falling over each other to 

t to his notice. In St. Louis, just before 
fe left there after his first trip, he dis- 
tributed $1,000 among the servants who 
had waited on him, and in Buffalo he was 
egually lavish. All day long there is a pro- 
cession of bell boys bearing ice water to 
the Prince’s suite and the detectives are 
kept busy keeping these nimble youngsters 


away.

Its Last Role as a Child’s Plaything in 
Central Park. 


“The lid,” that bugaboo of the police, 
that mysterious something upon the hinges 
of which nearly every local humorist has 
attached a story—that dreaded “lid’’ the 
very mention of which in long-suffering so- 
ciety often means immediate and perma- 
nent ostracism—has at last been found and 
put on the shelf for good.

“You are the eighteenth in the last two 
hours,” he said to his questioner. ‘‘ I had no 
idea my wishing to get a little thing like a 
girl baby would attract all this attention. 
My wife won’t like it much. She will tell 
me I ought not to have published my name 
and address, and of course she’ll be right. 
It won’t be very pleasant to have the entire 
population waiting for me with the ques- 
tion, ‘Did you find a stray baby?’ ” 

Mr, Bidwell refused to tell the name of 
the child. With great hesitation he said 


she was something over two years old and 
was the prettiest little thing he had seen. 
In fact, hé seemed to be charmed at the 
prospect of going 5,000 miles with her, re- 
marking:

FEAR FOR BROOKLYN ELEVATED 


Health Commissioner Hears Fulton 
Street Structure Is Unsafe. 


In a letter sent to Health Commissioner 
Darlington the Twenty-eigth Ward Board 
of Trade declares that the condition of the 
elevated structure on Upper Fulton Street 
is a menace to the lives of the thousands of 
passengers who patronize the road daily. 
It is said in the letter that a committee 
appointed to look over the structure has 
found that several bolts which hold the 
structure together are missing, having fall- 
en out. 

In addition, twenty bolts were found dur- 
ing the investigation with the nuts so loose 
that they threaten to fall into the street at 
any time. In several instances, the letter 


claims, the absence of the bolts has caused 
the structure to sag fully an inch. 

It is expected that the Health Commis- 
sioner will take some action in the matter 
immediately. 


MAYOR McLANE BURIED. 


Funeral of Baltimore’s Dead Mayor At- 
tended by Thousands. 


BALTIMORE, June 1.—The funeral of the 
late Mayor Robert McLane, who shot and 
killed himself last Monday, took place to- 
day. After a brief ceremony at his late 
home, conducted by Dr. J. B. S. Hodges of 
Old St. Paul's Protestant Episcopal Church, 
the body was conveyed to Greenmount 
Cemetery, where the interment was made. 

There were no honorary pall bearers, the 


members of the family preferring to have a 
private funeral. The = bearers included 
city officials, and college friends of the 
dead Mayor. 

Thousands of friends and admirers of the 
lamented Mayor lined the sidewalks, with 
bared heads as the funeral cortége passed 
on its way to the cemetery.

LAWMAKERS—BREWER 


Legislators Subserve Trust Inter- 
ests, Justice Says. 


IGNORE NATION FOR GAIN 


Senators Often Owe Position to Corpo- 
rate Influence—Honesty Law- 
yer’s Chief Asset. 


ALBANY, June 1.—Justice Brewer of the 
United States Supreme Court called at- 
tention to the great influence of the cor- 
Pporations on the legislation-making law- 
yer in an address before the Albany Law 
School to-day. 

Justice Brewer's subject was ‘‘ The Ethi-. 
cal Obligations of the Lawyer as a Law- 
maker.” He said in part: 

“I call your attention to the sources 
of a lawmaking lawyer's temptation, the 
greatest of which comes from the maryel- 
ous development of corporate interests. 

“These interests are colossal in size, al- 
luring by the magnitude of their achieve- 
ments, tempting not merely by the money 
they possess and with which they can re- 
ward, but more by the influence they can 
exert in favor of the individual law- 
maker in the furtherance of his personal 
advancement, 

“No one can be blind to the fact that 
these mighty corporations are holding out 
most tempting inducements to lawmakers 
to regard in their lawmaking those inter- 
ests rather than the welfare of the nation. 

‘“* Senators and Representatives have owed 
their places to corporate influence, and 
that influence has been exerted under an 
expectation, if not an understanding, that 
as lawmakers the corporate interests shall 
be subserved. 

“IT am not here to deny the value of 
corporations. I realize the magnitude of 
the work that is possible through such com- 
binations, and I do not deny their right 
to be heard before any legislative body in 
defense of their rights or in furtherance 
of their interests. 

“But the danger lies in the fact that 
they are so powerful and that the pressure 
of so much power upon the individual law- 
maker tempts him to forget the nation and 
remember the corporation. And the dan- 
ger is greater because it is insidious. 

“There may be no written agreement. 
There may be in fact no agreement at all, 
and yet when the lawmaker understands 
that that power exists which may make 
for his advancement or otherwise, that it 
will be exerted according to the pliancy 
with which he yields to its solicitations, it 
lifts the corporation into a position of 
constant danger and menace to republi- 
can institutions.” 

Justice Brewer spoke of ‘‘ the common be- 
lief that there is a wide incompatibility be- 
tween personal honesty and the practice of 
law.” He insisted, however, that ‘a good 
character is as important to the qualifica- 
tion of a lawyer as of a minister.”’ 

** When we speak of professional ethics we 
are apt to think of the lawyer in his of- 
fice or in the courtroom,” he said, ‘‘ The 
obligations of professional ethics go with 
him into the legislative halls. 

“The conditions of life in this Republic 
have wonderfully changed during the last 
century. Formerly there were two parties, 
the individual and the Government. Now 
there are three, the individual, the corpo- 
ration, and the Government. 

** Between the individual and the Govern- 
ment has come the corporation which col- 
lects individual means, organizes individual 
activities, and assumes by collective action 
to accomplish more than the individuals in- 


cluded within it by separate action can 
hope to achieve. 

““In some aspects it stands half way be- 
tween the individual and the Government, 
and at times antagonizes both the interests 
of the one and the power of the other. Yet 
it is here, and here to stay, a powerful 
factor in promoting both the material and 
intellectual advancement of the Republic.”’ 

The presence of Justice Brewer was the 
feature of the commencement. The Judge 
was elected an honorary President of the 
alumni association of the school to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of President 
McKinley, a vacancy left unfilled until to- 
day as a special mark of respect to the 
memory of the distinguished alumnus. 
Wheeler H. Peckham of New York, '52, was 
elected President of the association. 


MAXWELL SCORED IN COURT. 


College Girls Sue to Secure 
Teachers’ Certificates. 


During the hearing in the Supreme Court 
yesterday on the application of the Normal 
College girls for a writ of mandamus to 
compel Superintendent of Public Schools 
Maxwell to issue teachers’ licenses to them, 
Dr. Maxwell was severely denounced. First 
he was attacked by Lewis L. Delafield, 
counsel for the young women, and then he 
was hauled over the coals by Alrick H. 
Mann, Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Normal College. 

The application for the writ was brought 
in the name of Mabel L. Price, one of the 
College girls, who said that she is en- 
titled under the law to a teachers’ cer- 
tificate. Dr. Maxwell contends that the 
plaintiff failed to pass the State Superin- 
tendent’s examination and consequently is 
not entitled to a certifieate. Mr. Delafield 
argued that there were 2,800 young women 
teaching in the schools who had not been 
compelled to pass the State examination. 

In defense of Dr. Maxwell, ex-Senator 
Guy said: 

‘*‘ When I first read these papers I was 
inclined to believe tnat the City Superin- 
tendent, in his somewhat arbitrary way, 
had been riding rough shod over these girls. 
I believed him to be arbitrary, as he gen- 


erally is. But when I }].oked into the pa- 
pers I found that he was right, and I am 
greatly surprised at his solicitude and pa- 
tience in this matter.” 

Mr. Mann, the Chairman of the Normal 
College’s Executive Committee, who is a 
lawyer, said that it had been a matter of 
common report that the State Superinten- 
dent had approved the Normal College, and 
that this approval had never been with- 
drawn. He had a letter to prove it. 

Justice Greenbaum said it seemed to him 
as if the entire matter had been narrowed 
down to one point—whether the Normal 
College had been approved by the State Su- 
perintendent. He reserved decision and 
asked counsel to submit briefs on the sub- 
ject on Monday next. 


SCARE AT THE PUBLIC STORES. 


Assistant Secretary of Treasury Arm- 
strong Makes a Rigid Inspection. 


Employes at the Appraisers’ Stores re- 
ceived a bad scare on Tuesday afternoon, 
and yesterday a good many of them were 
wondering how secure their tenure of of- 
fice was. No one in the building quit work 
yesterday until the stroke of 4:30 o'clock, 
which is'the official hour for closing. 

The reason for all this agitation was an 
unexpected visit paid to the building on 
Tuesday afternoon by Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Armstrong. He appeared 
about 4 o’clock, accompanied by Special 
Treasury Agents Clayton and Naughton, 
and made a rapid trip through the building. 
He visited all the dressing rooms and 
washrooms, and when he found employes

The Hoboken Turtie Club, formed more 
than a hundred years ago, had many feasts 
at Gabe Case’s. In Summer they attacked 
a monster clambake in the grove. In Win- 
ter they reveled in turtle soup and steak, 
the gayety being prolonged until the dis- 
tant lights of Harlem gleamed like a new 
constellation on the horizon. 

Winter was perhaps the best time to go 
to Gabe Case’s, for then all New York on 
runners passed the door. Within all was 
good cheer. The comfortable parlor, hung 
with a fine portrait of the host, the gift of 
the Hoboken Turtle Club, and with many 
sporting pictures, was the scene of many a 
happy reunion. Canaries, a parrot, and 
thoroughbred bull terriers added to the in- 
door interest. 

Gabe Case many years ago inaugurated 
the custom, continued till his death, of giv- 
ing a magnum of champagne to the first 
who reached his house on runners. This 
was won year after year by his friend John 
J. Quinn of Harlem. It developed that at 
the first sign of snow a servant would keep 
a night vigil at Quinn’s house, and rouse 
him after this fashion: 

‘*Mishter Quinn, Mishter Quinn, if you 
want to get that bottle, out wid ye! And 
the mare will be harnessed for ye.” 

Gabe Case continued this custom till the 
last, though many others copied it. He 
generally included another bottle for the 
first woman to arrive in a sleigh. 

It was at his house, too, that John Wol- 
cott bet Mr. Case that he could eat a brace 
of quail a day for a month. Wolcott won 
to Case’s astonishment. . As the contest 
progressed it attracted tremendous crowds 
and much learned discussion, and many 
side wagers were made. 

But with the passing of the race tracks 
the glories of the road waned quickly, and 
the place was sold in 1891, when its pro- 
prietor took the McGown’s Pass Tavern, 
which he had since conducted in partner- 
ship with J. Scherz. There his advice was 
eagerly sought by many neophytes in driv- 
ing, and from there his own team of fine 
black trotters was frequently driven forth. 

Gabe Case was born in Clinton Street in 
1830. His first business venture was a 
restaurant at Eighteenth Street and Third 
Avenue. He had been in the hotel business, 
in all, fifty-three years. His wife died 
about twenty-five years ago. There were 
no children. 

Mr. Case belonged to Tammany Hall, of 
which he was an enthusiastic adherent, 

The funeral services will be held to- 
morrow afternoon at Calvary Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Seventh Avenue and One 
Hundred and Twenty-ninth Street, and the 
burial will be in Woodlawn.

S. R. CALLAWAY 


Victim of an Operation for nr ae 
Started Life as an Office 


Boy. 

Samuel Rodger Callaway, piscine of the 
American Locomotive Company and for- 
merly President of the New York Central, 
died unexpectedly early yesterday morning 
at his home, 21 Hast Seventy-sixth Street, 
from the effect of an operation for mas- 
toiditis which was performed on Sunday 
last. 

Mr. Callaway had been ill several weeks, 
but it was not thought that he was in dan- 
ger. On Sunday, however, he was so much 
worse that the physicians decided to oper- 
ate at once. Mr. Callaway rallied from the 
operation, but on Tuesday he grew worse, 
and the end came at $ o'clock yesterday 
morning. 

Mr. Callaway was born in Canada in 1850, 
and entered railroad service at the early 
age of thirteen as an office boy in the em- 
ploy of the Grand Trunk Railroad. That 
position paid him $8.33 a month. As Presi- 
dent of the American Locomotive Company 
he got one of the biggest salaries paid to 
any man in this country—namely, $75,000 a 
year, besides receiving stock in the com- 
pany. 

From his modest beginning he soon ad- 
vanced, and in 1871 he nad reached the po- 
sition of private secretary to the General 
Manager of the Great Western Railroad. 
After that he was Superintendent of the 
Detroit and Milwaukee until 1878, when he 
became General Superintendent of the De- 
troit, Saginaw and Bay City Railroad. In 
1881 he became General Manager of the 
Chicago and Gtand Trunk, and in 1884 went 
to the Union Pacific as Second Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager. 

Mr. Callaway remained with that 
pany for thee years, and at the end of that 
time was elected President of the Clover 
Leaf. When that road went into the hands 
of a receiver he was appointed to that re- 
sponsible position and made such a good 
record that the attention of the Vander- 
bilts was attracted to him. They offered 


| him the position of President of the Nickel 
Plate, and then advanced him to the Presi- 
dency of the Lake Shore. 

In 1898 he became President of the New 
York Central, a position which he held un- 
til 1901, when he accepted the offer of the 
organizers of the American Locomotive 
Company to become the head of that con- 
cern. 

Under the management of Mr. Callaway 
the Ameritan Locomotive Company became

one of the most prosperous industrial cor- } showers in 


porations in the country. 

Mr. Callaway, though he had few oppor- 
tunities as a boy, was fond of the fine arts. 
He read a great deal, moreover, and was 
constantly engaged in widening his inter- 
ests. Operatic music appealed to him, and 
he had a box at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, At his home he had a fine organ 
which he played with considerable skill. 
He was e member of the Lotos, the Union 
League, the Metropolitan, the Transporta- 
tion, and the Midday Clubs. He was also a 
Director in many corporations, prominent 
among them being the American Safe De- 
posit Company, American Stee] Foundries 
Company, Fulton Chain Railway Company,

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»TRAVIS CONTINUES TO WIN. 


Will Meet Hilton To-day in English Golf 
Championship. 


LONDON, June 1.—Walter J. Travis, the 
American amateur golf champion, continued 
his victorious career to-day in the third and 
fourth rounds for the championship of 
Great Britain, played over the links of the 
Sandwich Golf Club. In the third round 
Travis beat R. Graham Murray by 3 up and 
1 to play, and in the fourth round he de- 
feated H, E. Reade, the golf champion of 
Ireland, by 2 up. Reade had previously 
beaten W. W. Burton, one of the four 
Americans left in the tournament at the 
beginning of the day’s play. Devereaux 
Emmet anq E. M. Byers, the other Ameri- 
cans, were dlso put out in the third round. 
Travis is now the only American left in the 
tournament. He will meet to-morrow 
morning H. H. Hilton, one of the great 
golfers of Great Britain and the champion- 
ship holder in°1900 and 1901. 

In his match against R. Graham Murray, 
who is the son of the Secretary for Scot- 
land, Travis started moderately. The game 
was-even at the sixth hole, and he took the 
lead at the seventh with two grand, straight 
shots to the edge of the green. At the 
turn Travis stood 1 up. He won the eleventh 
and halved the next three. Superior put- 
ting gave Travis the fifteenth. The next 
was halved, and a win on the seventeenth 
green gave Travis the match by 3 up and 1 
to play. 

In the afternoon Travis played a strong 
game against Reade. The American did 
not secure the lead until the seventeenth 
hole, being 1 down at the turn and 2 down 
at the fourteenth, but he won the next four, 
and thus won the match is a most brilliant 
finish. 

E. M. Byers met F. Williamson in the 
third round. The American had a hard 
match. After being all square at the seventh 
hole, he lost the eighth, and stood 1 down at 
the turn.’ He again was square at the six- 
teenth, but lost the seventeenth, missing a 
short put. Williamson was bunkered at the 
eighteenth, which, being won by Byers, tied 
the match. The American missed a drive 
to the nineteenth and was beaten.

Specialties as Well as Active 
Stecks Decline in Narrow Market. 


Steel Affected by Bad Trade Reports— 
Hawley Stocks Decline—More 
Gold Exports. 


Within a narrow range yesterday's stock 
market fluctuated a good deal. At the 
opening the selling was sufficient to put the 
whole list down a little, but recovery fol- 
lowed, and several times after these initial 
movements the list showed alternately 
firmness and heaviness, with the final 
count in favor of the bears. The abandon- 
ment of the market to the professionals 
seems as complete as it can be. ‘“‘ Even the 
most hopeful brokers do not expect any in- 
crease in public interest in the market, at 
least until after the nominations,” is the 
Way one commission house put it yester- 
day. Everybody is hoping for some change 
from present conditions, but whence the 
impetus to the market is to come most 
of those interested seem willing to admit 
they do not know. Besides a number of 
specialties, several of the active stocks 
closed lower yesterday than on Tuesday, 
but the losses were naturally small, in 
keeping with the narrowness of the trading. 


Trade Reports Weaken Steel. 

Reports concerning the conditions in the 
iron trade, supplemented in the afternoon 
by the review of The Iron Age, seem to 
offer sufficient explanation of the decline 
in Steel preferred, if the loss of a quarter 
of a point can need special explanation. 
The increased activity in the stock was 
probably as significant aS was the frac- 
tional decline in price. The prospect of 
many producers closing down their plants 
is certainly not conducive to any hope of 
immediate betterment over present earn- 
ings, and that such conditions in a trade 
as important as the iron trade should have 
depressing effect upon the stock market 
generally is nothing more than natural. In 
the recent past the theory has been ad- 
vanced that the market could break away 
from Steel, but the event does not appear 
to have proved the theory.

Big Contracts Captured by Marshall 
Field & Co.—New York Firms to 
Supply Hats and Caps. 


Awards for Indian supplies for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1905, were announced 
yesterday at the Indian Warehouse, 119

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Appraisers Must Act Only on Specific 
Protests—Other Decisions. 


A decision of considerable administrative 
importance written by Judge Henderson M. 
Somerville was handed down yesterday by 
the Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers, sustaining a protest by George 
Borgfeldt & Co. against the action of Gen- 
eral Appraiser Sharretts and a board of 
three General Appraisers. The protest arose 
over the importation of chinaware, some 
items of which were advanced in value by 
Appraiser Whitehead. The importers ap- 
pealed to Gen. Sharretts, who imposed ad- 
vances on other items not advanced by Mr. 


Whitehead, and on appeal to a board of 
three General Appraisers this action was 
confirmed. The whole board now decides 
that this action was illegal, as the only 
function of the General Appraisers is to 
pass upon specific appeals by importers 
from the action of the Collector or Ap- 
praiser. 


RECEIVER FOR FEDERAL BANK. 


Leo Schlesinger Appointed—Federal’s 
Deficiency $399,000 Two Months Ago. 


Leo Schlesinger, President of the Mer- 
chants and Traders’ Bank and of the 
LBroadway Trust Company, was appointed 
receiver of the Federal Bank yesterday 
by Justice Greenbaum in the Supreme 
Court. The appointment was made upon 
the application of Attorney General Cunneen. 
The court directs Mr. Schlesinger to de- 


posit all of the funds of the Federal Bank 
with the Merchants and Traders’ Bank. 
According to the statement of Bank Ex- 
aminer Judson, filed on April 5 last, the 
assets of the Federal Bank are $346,775.53, 
and the liabilities $746,237.02, leaving a 
deficit of $399,462. The court requires Mr. 
Schlesinger’to furnish a bond of $350,000. 


OLD FIRM TO LIQUIDATE. 


Whitman & Pheips Go Out of Business 
on July 1. 


It was announced yesterday that the dry 
goods commission house of Whitman & 
Phelps, at Franklin and Church Streets, 
had decided to go into liquidation on July 1. 

The cotton goods and underwear accounts 
controlled by the house will be transferred 
to. W. H. Burgess & Co., and Daniel Tatum, 
one of the partners of the house, will as- 
sociate himself with the latter firm, The 


Glen Worsted Mills account will be trans- 
ferred to Brigham, Graham & Capers, de- 
partment of Bacon & Co, 

The reason for the liquidation of the firm 
is the death of the senior partner, George 
L. Whitman, several months ago, and the 
desire of John C. Carnes to retire from 
active business, The third partner was 
Daniel Tatum. 

The firm was organized thirty years ago. 


DECLINE IN PRICE OF LEAD. 


Points to Come on 
Friday. 


It is announced that the American Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company will make a 
further reduction of 10 points in the price 
of lead on Friday of this week, making the 
new price 4.15 cents per pound. This will 
be the third of a series of reductions which 
have occurred weekly, the first reduction 
being 15 points, the second 10 points, the 


total decline for this period being 35 points. 
The decline is not due to conditions ex- 
isting in the United States, but to the Eu- 
ropean situation, where more liberal offer- 
ings have forced the market downward.

WOMAN'S REPORT HIT 
COTTON MARKET HAR 


Statistics Le&k Out and Prices 
Drop with a Rush. 


CROP CONDITIONS EXCELLENT 


Miss Kathryn Giles Finds the Status of 
the Staple Is High—Trading Light 
on the Exchange. 


The sharp break of sixty points in the 
cotton future market yesterday, which 
caused considerable excitement on the local 
Exchange, attracted particular attention 
because it was due largely to a woman that 
the market went to pieces. 

The woman whose work brought about 
the decline is Miss Kathryn Giles, the cot- 
ton statistician. On Tuesday she had com- 
pleted her first crop estimate and had sent 
it to her subscribers. This crop estimate 
showed that the condition of the crop is 
2, which is only a few points below the 
average and considerably above the per- 
centage shown at this time last year, 
which was only 74. 

As her returns also indicate that the 
acreage has increased 7 per cent. over last 
year it is believed that next year’s crop will 
be fully up to the requirements of the trade, 
especially if, as now seems likely, some of 
this year’s crop may be carried over into 
next year because or the present unwill- 
ingness of spinners to buy cotton at any 
price. 

The crop estimates of Miss Giles are 
based on a postal canvass and are consid- 
ered reliable. They are sent only to a few 
firms who regularity subscribe for her serv- 
ice, and the estimates are supposed to be 
kept secret. They generally, however, leak 
out some way or other. They did so yes- 
terday, and the leak hit the market hard. 

In yesterday’s market the July option 
dropped from the high point of 12.55 at the 
opening to 11.94 just before the close. Au- 
gust declined to 11.59, September sold at 
10.79, October at 10.44, and December at 
10.33. These prices represent the lowest 
prices this year. July is now over 5 cents 
a pound lower than it was late in January. 
The new-crop months sold at one time 
above the fifteen-cent mark. As there is 
absolutely no support to the market, and 
as there seem to be no bulls, it is believed 
that prices will go still lower, and eleven- 
cent cotton is freely predicted on the Ex- 
change. 

The total amount of bales traded in yes- 
terday was about 400,000, which is less than 
half the number of bales traded in every 
day during the bull campaign. The falling 
off in outside business has been so marked 
that several of the big wire houses have de- 
cided to discontinue some of their leased 
wires, as there is not enough business to 
warrant the expense at this time. One 
large house which has been paying $100,000 
a year for four leased wires has had them 
taken out in order to save expenses, 


QUIZ J. CAMPBELL SMITH. 


Creditors Try to Find How He Spent 
Some of His $1,000,000. 
A meeting of creditors of J. Campbell 


Smith, formerly a wholesale paper dealer 
at 132 Nassau Street, who inherited $f,000,- 
000 from his granduncle seven years ago 
und spent it ali, was held yesterday at the 
office of F, K, Pendleton, referee in bank- 
ruptcy, at 25 Broad Street. About fifteen 
creditors were present or represented 
ciaims, and Francis M, Applegate was elect- 
ed trustee, 

Mr. Smith was present, and was examined 
by C. Andrade, Jr., as to his financial af- 
fairs. The examination was directed to the 
claim of Amy F. Smith, the wife of the 
bankrupt, as a creditor for $25,000, which 
appears in his schedules. Mr. Smith testi- 
fied that the amount was for borrowed 
money. Four years ago he gave her ten 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad bonds and 
tifteen Cleveland and Pittsburg Railroad 
bonds. In August or September last he 
reeded morfey, asked her for the bonds, and 
then sold them for from $26,000 to $27,000. 
He said at first that he spent the money for 
family expenses, rent, and so on, but when 
questioned further about this money, he 
said that he gave his wife $5,000 or $6,000 
in September last as a gift, and in October 
he gave her $5,000 or $10,000 more. The 
money was used for household expenses, 
und the rest of the money was used for per- 
eens bills, but he could not say whom he 
paid. 

lie said that he gave his wife other 
money at various times in the past year, 
but could not say how much; it might ‘have 
been $25,000. In February, 1904, he retired 
trom the firm of Augustine J. Smith & Co. 
and received $5,000 tor his interest in the 
firm. That money he also gave to his wife. 
He formerly had three bank accounts, but 
has none now. ‘The canceled checks and 
books he destroyed on Jan. 1 last. He said 
that he did not contemplate bankruptcy 
then. Asked what his financial condition 
was on Jan, 1, he replied that he did not 
know. 

Mr. Smith was not examined as to how he 

had spent his million dollars. ‘Asked if the 
statement was true that he had lost part of 
his fortune speculating in cotton, he replied 
that it was not true; that he did not specu- 
late at all in cotton. 


THRASHES A POLICEMAN. 


Then Y. M. C. A. Boxing Instructor 
Takes Revolver from Him. 


Two women fainted and men kept out of 
the way while Policeman John K. Kelleher 
of the West Sixty-eighth Street Station was 
soundly thrashed by Joseph E. Murray, 
boxing instructor of the West Side Branch 
of the Young Men’s Christian Association, 
on a Ninth Avenue elevated train during 
yesterday’s early hours.: Kelleher struck 
first as the train left the Ninety-third 
Street station, but he says it was an acci- 
dent. Before the train left One Hundred 
and Fourth Street three other policemen 
arrested Murray. 

To Magistrate Pool, in the West Side 
Court, Kelleher said that after coming off 
duty he doffed his uniform and started for 
his home at 256 West One Hundred and 


Nineteenth Street. Seeing a vacant cross 
seat he went to take it when he tripped 


over the feet of a drunken man and fell 


heavily on Murray, who met his apology 
with a punch in the. jaw. Murray, however, 
said Kelleher had deliberately kicked him, 
and that as he was getting the better of 
him Kelleher pulled his revolver, which 
he took away from him; 

Kelleher asked an adjournment on ac- 
eount of his wounds. On the policeman’s 
charge of assault Murray was held in 
$1,000 bail. The case will go on this aft- 
ernoon. 


Flag “Day in Public Schools. 

The one hundred and twenty-seventh an- 
niversary of the adoption of the American 
flag will be celebrated in the public schools 
on June 14. On that date, in 1777, Congress 
enacted that the flag should be composed 
of thirteen red and white stripes and a blue 
union containing thirteen white stars. On 
April 4, 1818, it was provided that the 
number of stars should be increased to rep- 
resent the States admitted, and that the 
number of stripes should constantly remain 
thirteen. Appropriate patriotic exercises 
will be held during the morning of June 14 
in all schools.

The committees 
which visited the managers of the com- 
panies were listened to courteously, and 
there was an evident desire on the part of 
the companies to avoid trouble and to rem- 
edy any grievances that the committees 
of the firemen may be able to prove exist. 

On one point the managers of the coast- 
wise lines seem to be agreed, and that is 
that they will not agree to allow the union 
to furnish the firemen. They have no ob- 
jection to union men, but will not agree to 
employ only union men. They won't agree 
to union ships, 

The meeting of the firemen to be held in 
Brooklyn last night to take final action on 
the demands was called off, as it will be 
Several days before the union can have an 
answer.

Secretary Sullivan of the firemen said 
that in order to offset the crimping sys- 
tem the Atlantic Coast Seamen’s Union had 
started a boarding house at 51 South Street, 
where there was every convenience. 

A. G. Smith, general manager of the 
Ward Line, said that the committee which 
visited him on Tuesday had called again 
with a number of men who they said had 
paid for getting jobs with the company. 

“I took the testimony of some of the 
men brought before me, and will start an 
investigation at once,’’ said Mr. Smith. 

“‘As to their general demands, I told the 
committee that I would put them before 
the Board of Directors, which will meet in 


a day or two. If these intangible demands 
are to bring in a demand for the employ- 
ment of only union men, which I believe is 
at the bottom of the whole affair, it won’t 
go. 
There was little change in the strike of 
the freight handlers. International Presi- 
dent Lawrence J. Curran said that 350 new 
men had been induced‘to quit work. He 
addressed a meeting of the freight han- 
dilers in the afternoon.

CAUGHT AS HE OFFERED CHECK. 


Police Say They’ve Got Bad Check Ex- 
pert of Many Aliases. 


In the arrest of William A. Brock, or 
Powell, or Miller, or any one of a dozen 
other aliases, the police have, according to 
their statement and that of the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency, a bank swindler who is 
wanted in many cities for working a bogus 
check game on various banks. 

Brock’s finish was at the National City 
Bank yesterday, and it appears to have ar- 
rived because he tried a “‘ good thing ’”’ once 
too often. On Feb. 11 he presented a check 
on the Colonial Trust Company for $100, 
drawn against the account of the Standard 
Tool Company and to the order of ‘‘W. M 
Miller,”” and purporting to be drawn by 
C. A. Frazer, Secretary of the tool com- 
pany, got his money, and made good an 
escape. Yesterday he tried the same game 
with a cheek on the Fourth National Bank 


drawn to the order of ‘‘ W. M. Miller,”’ by 
Miller, Todd & Co., and signed “C. A. Mill- 
er, Secretary and Treasurer.’ 

In the meantime, the check on the Co- 
lonial Trust Company had come back 
marked ‘‘ no account,”’ and a description of 
“Brock”? or ‘“ Miller” had been sent out 
by the Pinkertons on request of the Bank- 
ers’ Protective Association. The paying 
teller of the City Bank, George C. King, 
sized up the situation and told the bank's 
special officer, who arrested Miller. On 
arraignment the prisoner said that he was 
twenty-two years old, a stenographer by 
trade, and lived at 59 West Fi ty-third 
Street. He was held in $1,000 bail by Mag- 
istrate Ommen in the Centre Street Court 
for examination. 


SIGNORA D’ISCHIA’S WOES. 


Chevalier’s Actress Wife Tells of Rob- 
bery—One Woman Held. 


In the Butler Street Court, Brooklyn, 
yesterday Maria d’Ischia, wife of the 
Chevalier Raffaello d’Ischia, a New York 
correspondent for several Italian newspa- 
pers, appeared against three men and a wo- 
man, all Italians,, whom Capt. Rooney of 
the Amity Street Station arrested on Tues- 
day night in a house on Harrison Street. 

The woman, who is an actress, claimed 
that she made an arrangement with a man 
in Naples, who agreed, for a consideration, 
to smuggle her aboard the steamer Patria, 
bound for New York. She wanted to come 
here to join her husband, and, having no 
money to pay for the passage, accepted the 
propesition. 

When the steamer docked in Brooklyn 
she was met by two men, who took her to 
the house in Harrison Street, where they 
detained her for a day before taking her to 
her husband. In the meantime, the Signora 


alleges, she was brutally treated by the

Smoke Chokes Twenty Feathered 
mates Despite Quick Rescues. 


There was a small fire yesterday after- 
noon on the third floor of 335 East Thirty- 
second Street in the apartments of John 
Gleason. On the same floor Mrs. Julia 
Whelpley conducts a bird hospital, which 
was quite full owing to the fact that a 
good many people who have gone away for 
the Summer have left their birds in her 
care. 

When the firemen arrived, Mrs. Whelp- 
ley was at the window crying, ‘“‘ Save my 
babies.’’ Thinking that access to the street 
was cut off, a ladder was quickly placed 
against the building, and Fireman Callon 


of Engine 7 climbed up to her window. He 
descended in a few minutes carrying three 
large cases filled with birds, while others, 
containing about one hundred birds, were 
carried down the stairs. About twenty 
canaries and mocking birds, however, were 
suffocated by the smoke before they could 
be rescued.

TO MAKE ELM STREET =| 
A REAL HIGHWAY AGAIN 


The Restoration Work Could Have 
Been Started in March. 


NOTIFICATION WENT ASTRAY 


Three Side Streets Must Be Raised and 
Many Buildings Elevated—Much 
Work Necessary. 


Elm Street will be restored to its normal 
condition at an early date as the result of 
a letter forwarded yesterday by Borough 
President Ahearn to Secretary Burrows vf 
the Rapid Transit Commission, the letter 
developing the fact that owing to an error 
in March the Borough President’s office 
missed a notification from the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commission to the effect that the street 
was in condition to deliver to the city by 
the commission. 

President Ahearn yesterday wrote to the 
Rapid Transit Commission as follows: 

‘“‘Complaints are being constantly re- 
ceived at this office concerning the con- 
dition of Elm Street, which is such as to be 
a menace to health. This office would be 
glad to be informed at yodr earliest con- 
venience when your work will be completed 
in that street and when this department 
will be able to resume control there.”’ 

When Secretary Burrows of the commis- 
sion received this word he immediately 
stated that on March 11, under the direc- 
tion of the commission, he had sent a letter 
to Mr. Ahearn, stating that he was directed 
by the commission to transmit to him @ 
copy of a report made by Chief Engineer 
Parsons on the necessity of paving Elm 
Street, and that from that date the street 
was in the control of the Borough Presi- 
dent’s office. Mr. Burrows says he wrote 
that the Parsons report had been consid- 
ered by the board and referred to Mr. 
Ahearn for such action as he might deem 
proper. 

Mr. Parsons’s report stated that parts of 
Elm Street had been ready for paving since 
the Spring of 1903, more in the Fall, and 
that from Prince to White Street and be- 
tween Duane and Chambers Streets all now 
is ready for grading, paving, and curbing. 
Mr. Ahearn, now that this letter has been 
brought up, will have his department take 
up the matter at once and push the work 
as rapidly as possible. He also will urge 
haste upon the two contractors who have 
the work of paving in charge. 

The work of restoring the street to prop- 
er condition will, however, prove a real 
task. The Consolidated Gas Company is 
slowly progressing with the restoration of 
its pipes, but this will take some time, and 
in the meantime little has been done“to re- 
move the junk piles from the street; such 
as the one at Pearl and Elm Streets, where 
boilers and junk from the old Tombs is piled 
eight and ten feet high. The restoration of 
the street cannot be complete until three 
cross streets have been raised to the level 
of Elm Street. They are Pearl, Worth, and 
Leonard Streets. Pearl Street itself is 
six feet below the new grade of Elm Street, 
whiile the others are~little better. Then, 
too, every building between Pearl and 
Leonard Streets, with the exceptiofi of the 
New York Life Building and its annex 


across the street, will have to be altered. 
They are all below the new grade of the 
street, and will in many cases either have 
to turn their first stories into basements or 
will have to combine their first and second 
stories in a new first story on the new 


grade.

Request for Vessel to Find the Long 
Overdue Conemaugh. 


Superintendent A, R. Smith of the Mari- 
time Exchange gave out for publication 
yesterday a letter in which he requested the 
Secretary of the Navy to send some vessel 
of the Atlantic Squadron to search for the 
American steamship Conemaugh or her sur- 
vivors. The Conemaugh, which belongs to 
the International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany, and a crew of forty left Honolulu 
with a cargo of sugar on Jan. 26 and was 
due at the Delaware Breakwater on April 12.

Her Captain 
was instructed to round Cape Horn rather 
than venture through the Straits of Magel- 
lan, Superintendent Smith suggests that the 
vessel may have lost her propeller and has 
been compelled to seek harbor in some re- 
mote or uninhabited island.
